WALKER’S ANSWER TO HILL 


THE SENATOR DECLARES BOLDLY 
FOR CLEVELAND. 


HE WANTS A CANDIDATE WHO LETS 
THE PEOPLE KNOW WHERE HE 
STANDS — CLEVELAND THRE ONLY 
MAN WHO CAN CARRY NEW-YORK. 


ALBANY, March 31.—“I believe Mr. Cleveland 
to be the only Democrat who can carry the State 
of New-York. I believe him to be the only Dem- 
ocrat who can defeat President Harrison.” 

These words were uttered this evening at the 
Kenmore Hotel by Senator Charlies E. Walker, 
the young and independent Democrat who suc- 
ceeded J. Sloat Fassett in the Senate. 

For three years Senator Walker was attached 
to the staff of Gov. Hill, ranking as Colonel. 
Last Fall he reluctantly took the nomination 
for State Senator in the Twenty-seventh Dis- 
triet, which is composed of the Counties of Alie- 
Chemung, and Steuben, and which had 
been carried by Mr. Fassett by 4,000 majority.

He has made an 
issue which we can fight on. To the people of 
New-York, irrespective of politics, he is sound 
aud safe on the two leading questions of the 
day—silver and the tariff. What adds to his 
strepgth and popularity are his courage and his 
convictions, and the courage with which he ex- 
presses those convictions.”’ 

“Then you don’t think Gov. Hillis a strong 
candidate ?”’ 

* I give Gov. Hill credit for being a shrewd 
politicilan—a good man tv arrange the prelim- 
inaries for a primary, and to carry them out. If 
he was not a politician he would have declared 
his position long ago on silver. In the life of 
every politician, no matter how shrewd or 
adroit, resourceful or able, a time comes when 
he must declare himself, Unfortunately Gov. 
Hill is playing the same kind of politics as can- 
didate for the Presidency as he did when he ran 
for Mayor of Elmira, 

*‘The people have no confidence in a man who 
has no convictions. The great contrast between 
Cleveland and Hill is that the former expresses 
his opinions while the latter quibbles to the 
point of positive timidity. The whole world 
xnows Mr. Cleveland’s position on every public 
question. No one—I doubt if he knows himself 
—knows what Goy. Hill thinks on any of the 
issues of the day.” 

After a few minutes’ pause, Col. Walker said: 
‘Since [ have been in the Senate [ have trav- 
eled a great deal back and forth, and through 
the State. It has been my habitto talk politics 
indiscriminately with my fellow-travelers, and 
I have found that the tide is rising day by day 
unmistakably for Mr. Cleveland. I[t is undenia- 
ble. I receive letters from men from different 
sections of the State. The general tenoris the 
same. The only persons who sincerely desire to 
have Mr. Hill nominated are Republicans. One 
day last week I met an ex-member of Assembly 
from Monroe County, one of the original Hill 
men. He told me that in his town the strong 
Hill sentiment of two months ago was nearly 
obliterated now, and that the people were near- 
ly all for Cleveland. 

* ‘The fact of the matter is,” he said, with em- 
phasis, ‘* Democratic blundering on the curren- 
cy question would have injured us irreparably 
but for Mr. Cleveland’s strong and positive 
declaration in favor of sound money. I believe 
Mr. Cleveland will be nominated at Chicago. I 
am convinced he will be elected, for to my own 
knowledge many Republicans will vote for him 
rather than for Gen. Harrison.” 

It is to the credit of the present Senate of the 
State and to the wholesome influence which Mr. 
Cleveland’s individualty exerts that the only 
two independent Senators, Col. Brownof New- 
York and Col Walker of Corning, have within a 
week declared in favor of the ex- President.

THE FIRST STRAW IN WISCONSIN. 

MADISON, Wis., March 31.—The Democratic 
County Convention of Dane County was held 
here to-day. There has been considerable Hill 
sentiment at times throughout the county, 
enough to make the Eastern friends of the snap- 
shot candidate think the delegation to the State 
Convention would be secured for Hill.

ROOM FOR DOUBT. 


KENTUCKY DELEGATES NOMINALLY FOR 
HARRISON MAY BE FOR BLAINE. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 31.—It was nearly 2 
o'clock this morning when the Republican 
State Convention adjourned. The concluding 
work of the body was the selection of four 
Electors for the State at large. For these posi- 
tions the convention named W. H. Morrow of 
Pulaski and Wood Dunlap of Fayette. J. M. 
Logan of Carter, Thomas L. Walker of Owen, 
J. M. Beatty of Meade, and W. H. Clark of Jack- 
son were appointed alternate delegates from 
the State atlarge. After the selection of mem- 
bers of the State Central Committee the conven- 
tion adjourned, and the 1,500 weary delegates 
scattered. 4 

The delegates to Minneapolis are not in- 
structed to support Harrison. The convention 
only recommendea that the delegates vote for 
his renomination, with no suggestion as to how 
early, how often, or how late they should keep 
at it, if they should decide to accept the advice 


atall. It is virtually an uninstructed delega- 
tion, and an uninstructed delegation is the most 
that the Blaine men--or anti-Harrison men—in 
Kentucky ever asked. 

There are many things which indicate that 
the drafting of this resolution was the outcome 
of shrewd scheming. Mr. Willson of the Fifth 
District is reported to have said that he intend- 
ed to vote at Minneapolis for James G,. Blaine. 
Of the tour delegates at large, Judge Denny is 
a Blaine man, and threw up his hat for his fa- 
vorite in 1876, when the Bristow men refused 
to let Blaine’s handful of followers walk in a 
Republican street parade at Cincinnati. 

Col. W. UO. Bradley may again have Vice-Presi- 
dential aspirations and, if so, could not well be 
bound by Harrison restrictions. He has always 
claimed to be a Harrison man, but would not 
a to be scratched very deep to find Blaine’s 
coior. 

Major A. T. Wood, who presided over the 
convention, announced that after talking with 
Republicans every where he was convinced that 
Biuine was the only man with a hold on Repub- 
licans which could not be broken. 

Asa matter of fact, the anti-Administ?ation 
men have gotten just what they Wanted—an un- 
instructed delegation. Eachand every one of 
the four delegates at largs proudly boasted that 
the platform was a model of brevity. No such 
platform had ever before been seen, they said. 
‘There was something very peculiar about their 
expressions on the clause which recommendea 
that the delegates vote for the nomination of 
Benjamin Harrison. They thought politicians 
could not be trnsted, and thought that, no mat- 
ter what language was used to indicate the 
wishes of the convention, the delegates would 
vote as they pleased. 

J. W. Yerkes, committeeman from the State 
at large, admitted that he made the platform. 
He wrote “recommended” himself, after con- 
sultution with others of the committee, and did 
so because it was less arbitrary than the word 
instruct.” 

** You see,” said he, “it was treating the del- 
egates more like gentlemen to simply ‘recom- 
mend’ than to ‘instruct.’ And theo they will 
yote as they wish, whether one word is used or 
another.” 

Collector Feland thought the delegates from 
the State at large should have been instructed, 
and the other delegates asked to vote for Har- 
rison. ’ 





EXCITING STEAMBOAT FIRE. 


PANIC AMONG PASSENGERS—A WOMAN 
DROWNED. 

CINCINNATI, Maroh 31.—Shortly after 4 o’ clock 
this afternoon, as the steamer Golden Rule was 
about to leave the wharf at the public landing, 
just above Main Street, and while her passen- 
gers were saying good-bye to friends, there was 
a sudden burat of smoke from the hatchway di- 
rectly under the stairway at the front of the 
boat, and in a moment the wildest panic seized 
passengers, officers, roustabouts, and all pres- 
ent. Nobody could account for the sudden out- 
break of the fire nor for its rapid spread. 

Quly the men nearest to the stairway were 
abd, to get down to the lower deck and escape 


to the wharf boat. All the rest were driven to 
the rearof the.cabin, where the wildest scenes 
were enacted. Women shrieked and fainted. 

Lying alongside the stern of the Golden Rule 
was the Keystone State, next to the wharf boat. 
To her the passengers ran and clambered on to 
her upper deck, but the fire was so fierce and 
sudden that the Keystone State was compelled 
to back into the river. Then some men ran 
from the shore, caught the stern of the Golden 
Rule, drew it into the wharf boat, and thus gave 
& means of escape to the ftew who 
had not got away otherwise. Miss Nellie 
Maloney jumped too soon and fell between 
the boat and barge. F. M. Bondurant, the 
boat’s clerk, who, after vainly trying ,W save 
his books and money, jumped over the side of 
the steamer into the water, aud then clambered 
on the barge, saw Miss Maloney in the water. 
lie jumped again and made a heroic effort to 
save her, Dut she disappeared under the wharf 
boat. She has a brother in Memphis. 

The Goidenu Rule was soon ablaze from end to 
end, and all its upper works were destroyed. 
The steamer Fleetwood, lying just above, 
caught fire at the stern and narrowly escaped 
destruction. 

The Golden Rule, Capt. 0. P. Shinkle, was 
worth from twenty to twenty-five thousand 
dollars. Her cargo was valued at $50,000. 
Everything was burned in less than an hour. 
The hull tivated 200 feet and sank. 


The Cincinnati waoarf boat Was burned. It was 
insured for $12,500, allin the Eureka Fire and 
Marine Company. The steamer Golden Rule 
was insured ior $15,000,

CONFESSIONS OF A ROGUE. 


INSURANCE AGENT DINKELSPIEL’S EXx- 
PLANATION OF HIS FAILURE. 


LonpDon, March 31.—Willlam Dinkelspiel, the 
American insurance man whose failure with 
liabilities of £27,000 and assets not worth £2 
was announced in these dispatches yesterday, 
blames Mr. H. De Pinto, one of his London 
creditors to whom he owes £520, for his mis- 
fortunes. Dinkelspiel says: 

“ De Pinto had a receiving order made against 
me for £500, when the other creditors agreed to 
a privatoarrangement. De Pinto was constartly 
my guest. He dined at my table and ciaimed to 
be my friend. It appears to me that his 
action was due simply to his desire to ob- 
tain revenge for a supposed insult to his 
family by my failure to speak to his sister-in- 
law ata party. Up to Tuesday there were only 
£850 of proved claims out of £26,000 indebted- 


ness. I, myself, called the meeting of creditors 
when I found myself in difticulty. <A resolution 
Was passed giving me three years to pay my 
liabilities. A trustee was appointed to take 
charge of 75 per cent. of all the funds I earned. 
The only creditor who.excepted to this arrange- 
meut was Ve Pinto, who made more than £3,000 
out of me during the last three years. 

“True, [ lived high, but I haa to live up to my 
class of business. My gambling was all donein 
iny own house. It was practically nothing but 
aninuvestment. It induced business. [ invested 
£2,000 in this manner, while I earned in com- 
missions during the last two years over 
£16,000. My relations with Fisher Smith, the 
London manager of the New-York Life Insur- 
ance Cowpany, were straight. I have heard 
nothing of his being out £3,000 by having to 
return premiums. Th3 £3,000 due to Col. 
North is simply commissions due him on intro- 
ductions he gave me to his friends. 

‘* My business was among the representative 
men of Great Britain, who insure up to £10,000 
or £20,000. Baron von Stern, my largest cred- 
itor, is an Austrian doctor, who, in January, 
1891, entered into a partnership with me and 
paid me a bonus of £5,000. He was dissatisfied 
and withdrew. To show my good feeling»I pro- 
posed to return his money by making month) 
payments. I have already repaid him #1, C 
sir William Farmer speculated with me. I 
guaranteed in the event of loss, which occurred, 
and I have to pay.”’ 

Before the Registrar of the London Bank- 
ruptey Court to-day Dinkelspicl attributed his 
failure largely to the big sums of money he had 
to pay for introductions and to the heavy in- 
terest he had to pay on many loans, in some 
cases amounting to 100 per cent. He never 
kept a record of his financial transactions. 
Altogether he had received £16,000 in commis- 
sions from the New-York Life Insurance Com- 
pany. During the past two years he had paid 
out £15,000 for introductions and interest. 

After an examination which lasted two hours 
Dinkelspiel was allowed to pass. The next step 
will be un application for his discharge in bank- 
ruptcy.

HILL’S BARN-STORMING TOUR. 


EX-SENATOR FASSETT SAYS HE DISAP- 
POINTED THE SOUTH. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—Senator Hill and ex- 
Senator Fassett, both of Elmira, are living in 
the I Street end of the Arlington Hotel to- 
night, and the Hiscock end of it is having a 
hard time to hold itself down. While David is 
wearing that worried look that has been grow- 
ing on him during the last few weeks, Mr. Fas- 
sett is as happy as a good-natured man can be 
who has left the sunny climate of Florida and 


the charms of St. Augustine for the dreary 
March storms of the North and the Lenten dull- 
néss of Washington. 

Mr. Fassett has had a good time while away, 
and he has only been interested in politics 
enouzh to listen to the talk at St. Augustine and 
on the road about Senator “Dave” and his 
baru-storming visit to the South. ‘* There is no 
doubt,” said Mr. Fassett, “that the visit of Hill 
was looked forward to as an event of more than 
usual interest. Great things were expected of 
Hill. It seémed to be believed that he had held 
back a store of statesmanship, and that he would 
‘spring it’ upon the Southern people s0 as to 
astonish them with his prodigious sagacity and 
ability. 

“The inclination, you see, was to think well 
of him. -His first speech, delivered at Jackson 
was not fully satisfactory, but allowances were 
made for its shortcomings. He had not’ yet had 
an opportunity. When the next one came along 
and contained more allusions to the ‘Jeffer- 
sonian’ and ‘ Jacksonian’ principles with which 
the Southern politician is familiar, there was 

erceptible disappointment. After the Birming- 
lam and Savannah speeches overything wos 
disappointing. The man was found to be a shal- 
low dealer in platitudes. 

“ Hill’s journey has impaired his popularity 
with the South instead of increasing it. There 
is a very strong feeling of objection there 
among Democrats to a man who will make 
such a cheeky and anxious search for a nomi- 
nation for the Presidency. Josh Billings has 
said something about a man who has begun to 
slide down hill. I believe he said ‘The occa- 
sion seems to be greased.’ It looks to me asif 
this occasion was ‘ greased’ for Hill.”

WEARY OF GEORGE BLISS 


ELEVENTH DISTRICT REPUBLIC- 
ANS SPEAK RIGHT OUT. 


JOHN E. MILHOLLAND’S FRIENDS AC- 
CUSE THE BLISS FACTION OF TRAD- 
ING WITH DEMOCRATS—OUTSIDE 
INTERFERENCE WILL BE RESENTED, 

As a unique and edifying incident in local 
politics last night’s meeting of Eleventh Dis- 
trict Republicans, who are.tired of Col. George 

Bliss, in Scottish Rite Hall, Madison Avenue, 


‘was immensely interesting. The speakers spoke

“right outin meetin’.” It was a delightful ex- 
ample of Republican harmony. Republicans 
accused Republicans as Demoérats would hardly 
dare accuse Republicans in the thickest of a 
political fray. 

The meeting was the outcome of the last reg- 
ular meeting of the Republican organization of 
the Eleventh District, which Col. Bliss had had 
dispersed by policemen after he discovered that 
the friends of John E. Milholland had obtained 
control of it. Victor A. Schimmel presided, and 
A. R. Williams, Job E. Hedges, Samuel Moran, 
James B. Townsend, and Dr. P. 8. Murphy were 
among the Vice Presidents. Mr. Schimmel read 
from a circular that the object of the meeting was 
to express its indignation at the unwarranted 
interference of the police in breaking up the 
regular meeting of the Republican District Asso- 
ciation, the clubbing of peaceable citizens, and 
to denounce and condemn whoever may have 
incited the outrage. 

Robert Breckenridge read a statement of the 
opposition to the Bliss management, which was 
adopted. It rehearsed the case of Milbolland 
against Col. Bliss, showed that the National 
Administration had declined to interfere, de- 


clared that in the matter of the last regular 
meeting of the association the Bliss faction had 
called in the aid of “its old ally,” Tammany, and 
had broken up a meeting that was regular in 
form, and pointed out that the real purpose of 
the opposition to the old bosses was to secure 
to every Republican in the district the right to 
have his say in party atiairs. 

Mr. Breckenridge openly accused the Bliss fac- 
tion of knifing the Fassett ticket In the last 
gubernatorial election, ** ‘This is a revolt against 
the most disgraceful despotism that ever 
ruled over an Assembly district,’ said 
Mr. Breckenridge. ‘We might even now 
be willing to forgive them if in our 
opinion they had been loyal to the Republican 
Party. We might forgive them if at the last 
election they nad given honest support to J. 
Sloat Fassett, but when men who claim to be 
Republicans have slaughtered their State 
ticket at the polls in order to save their favorite 
candidate for the Assembly, we cannot forgive 


them. 

‘*In 1890 William Nicholas Hoag was defeated 
for the Assembly by 300 votesin the Eleventh 
District. Last year he was elected by 1,100 
votes. How do they explain Mr. Fassett’s plu- 
rality of 300 in the district, as compared with 
Hoag’s plurality of 1,100 votes? Whence comes 
the difference? Hoagisamember of a Demo- 
cratic club in the district. 1 personally saw 
Democrats working allday at the polls for his 
election.” 

The speaker referred to the circular from the 
Bliss faction, printed yesterday, and called upon 
Cornelius N. Bliss and Col. 8. V. R. Cruger to 
look up the figures of the last election in the 
Eleventh District themselves and see if the 
machine had been faithful. 

Mr. Breckenridge closed his speech with a 
reference to Col. Cruger’s trip to Washington. 
He said the Colonel had gone down there on the 
plea of civil service. ‘“ If you want some points 
about civil service,” said the speaker, ** I'll give 
you some, Colonel. All the men opposed to us 
are office holders, with the exception of a bak- 
er’s dozen. And, Colonel, if you want another 
point on civil service, I will tell you that one of 
your office holders here in this district is drunk 
nine months out ofthe year and spends the 
other three months in getting sober.” 

Mr. Breckinridge also said that if there was 
any outside interference in Eleventh District 
matters there would be a repetition of the Fol- 
ger incident. 

Dr. D. B. 8t. John Roosa, who was introduced 

as a member of the Union League Club, made a 
stout appeal forthe opposition to the present 
district machine, He said the men who signed 
their names tothe Bliss circular did not con- 
trol the Union League Club or the Republican 
yarty. He was very surcastic in the way he 
Pandied the machine. He was confident that 
the opposition was right, and that was why he 
was with it. Dr. Roosa favored straight-out 
Republican tickets in the city. He said that 
hitherto iu local contests the Republicans had 
put up all the money and more than 70,000 
voters, while the Democrats had put in a few 
thousand voters and got the money. He was 
londly applauded. 

Frank Ferrell, colored, mado a speech in 
which he described Assemblyman Hoag asa 
** Democrat dickering traitor in the clothes ofa 
Republican.” He spoke of some of the opposi- 
tion as men who made their living out of the 
lobby. 

Much fun was had with the machine men be- 
cause they had alluded to the contestants as 
“ruffians.” 

Major Henry A. Beatty said Col. Cruger was 
the only old soldier in the district who was 
with the old machine. ‘Col. Cruger,” said he, 
“got his title on the field. Col. Bliss nover 
showed his face to the enemy. He was Quarter- 
master on Goy. Morgan’s staff. Commissary 
stores were worth considerable in those days. 
Co). Bliss knows the value of dollars and cents.” 

John E. Milholland got an enthusiastic recep- 
tion when he was introduced. His speech was 
in good temper, and was a very sensible one. 
He denied having any personal end to serve. 
He took up the Bliss circular and denied its 
statements specifically. He had bo hard words 
to suy about any one, but be believed that the 
time had come in the Eleventh District when 
the old spell should be cast off and some healtth- 
ful progress made. Ho put the audiencein good 
humor by addressing them as “ Fellow Kepub- 
licans ” according to the Bliss description. 

In speaking of the friction the revolt had oc- 
casioned in the district, Mr. Milholland said no 
good could be obtained and no satisfactory re- 
form could be brought about without friction, 
and, naturally, those who were concerned in the 
revolt would be oriticised. 

After ex-Alderman McMurray had denied the 
charge of packing the Republican organization 
meeting un adjournment was taken. There was 
an evident intention on the part of Mr. Milhol- 
land's friends to go out and upset the old ma- 
chine at the primary. 

Inspector Steers began yesterday an investi- 
gation of the charge thaton March 22 police- 
men broke up a meeting of the Eleventh Dis- 
trict Republican Association. He examined a 
Roundsmap and eight patrolmen. Col. George 
Blisa was present at the investigation, which 
will be continued on Monday. When it is ended, 
Inapector Steers will report his conclusions to 
Acting Superintendent Byrnes. 





WARNER HITS BACK. 


HE DOESN’T CARE TO REPRESENT THE 
OFFICE HOLDERS AT MINNEAPOLIS. 


ROcHESTER, N. Y., March 31.—H. H. Warner 
arrived in the city this morning. Regarding the 
contest for delegates to the National Republican 
Convention, he said that George C. Buell did 
not understand his views entirely, and was 
hardly justified in stating that he was an avowed 
antagonist of the Administration.

ALBANY, March 31.—Six of the nine members 
of the Bar Association committee “who investi- 
gated the charges against Jndgé Maynard have 
been examined by the Joint Committees of the 
Judiciary of the Senate and Assembly, and the 
case against Maynard is blacker and more dam- 
aging thanever. Notaray of light ‘has pene- 
trated thedeop gloom of this scandal, not a 
break has been made in the testimony -ad‘dtuced 
by counsel, and so far as the witnesses are ¢on- 
cerned their course on the witness stand has 
Stamped them as men of the loftiest character, 
inspired in all they have done in the premises 
by the most disinterested motives. 

Of course Maynard’s pettifogging friends 
may throw slurs and innuendoes, nay at- 
tempt to question their-veracity or impeach 
the integrity of their motives, but the one fact 
remains, and shines forth as the most conspic- 
uous feature of the entire business, that these 
gentlemen forsook their business, expended 
their time, and exposed themselves gratuitously 
to insult and contumely for the sake of preser v- 
ing the honorof the bench and the barof the Em- 
pire State from the debauching influences of 
such men as Isaac H. Maynard. 

The plan of this investigation, like the policy 
of every undertaking connected with David Bb. 
Hill, has been conducted on the smallest and 
most insigniticant lines. The two counsel that 
David B. Hill dictated to the committee have 
exhausted themselves in attempting to prove 
that lawyers with the character of Mr. Coudert, 
Mr. Carter, Mr. Peckham, and Mr. Stickney 
were instigated to persecute Maynard because, 
forsooth, they had opposed him at some time 
when he was drawing salary from the State — 
Maynard, the chronic oflice holder, who only 
last year as a typical Hill Democrat, drew two 
salaries from the State, as Deputy Attorney 
General and as Statutory Revision Commis- 
sioner. 

That theory exploded, counsel attempted a 
new expedient, equally ridiculous. This time 
they took considerable pains to show that 
the Bar Association’s report against Maynard 
was drawn out of spite, because the members 
were opposed to the barnstorming candidate 
for Presidentfone Hill of Elmira. But no 
trouble was experienced in disposimg of this 
most effectually and to the satisfaction of every 
partisan Democrat. 

The conduct of counsel to-day was an im- 
prosenese over that of yesterday and the day 

efore. Whether some decent influence had 
beeu at work or notit only remains to be said 
that while Judge Reilly sprinkled a little pep- 
Fn now and then on his questions the unctuous 

r. Ridgway was always ready with a cruet of 
olive oil. The proceedings were therefore more 
harmonious. 

Albert Stickney made a most commendable 
witness. Mr. Stickney does not look his years. 
He has a quick, incisive manner of talking that 
in itself proves the breadth and depth of his 
mental make-up. Mr. Keilly attempted to meas- 
ure swords with him at the opening, but was 
pinked.so neatly that his subsequent questions 
indicated wholesome respect for the brilliant 
metropolitan counselor. 

One of the pleasant changes from yesterday 
was the occasional interference of Chairman 
Roesch in asserting the dignity of the commit- 
tee by taking away from the counse! questions 
that were manifestly out of place. Roesch 
possesses one of the best judicial tempera- 
ments in the Senate, and it has been a 
source of surprise tou men who know him that he 
should have permitted Reilly to make an exhibdi- 
tion of himself without interference. ‘To-day, 
however, Roesch asserted himsolf and on sev- 
eral occasions let counsel understand that he 
would permit no more of the scenes that dis- 
— the proceedings yesterday and on Tues- 

ay. 

The committee was called to order at 3:40 
o’clock, and John L. Cadwalader, who was ap- 
pointed on the Bar Association Committee of 
Nine to succeed John M. Bowers, declined, took 
the stand. Mr. Cadwalader was Assistant Sec- 
retary of State under Hamiltom Fish during 
Grant’s Administration. 

He narrated how the committee prepared the 
report, and went over much the saine ground as 
that covered by Mr. Peckham and Mr. Coudert. 
He expressed as decided opinions as those gen- 
tlemen on Judge Maynard's misdeeds.

Now,” asked Roesh, “I should like 
to ask if either of those acts standing by itself 
was sufficient to condemn him.” 

“Either one, standing by itself, would make a 
grave case,”’ said Mr. Stickney. 

“Do you think it wrong for a counsel to re- 
main silent when by doing so he will affect his 
client's case ?”’ y 

Before Mr. Stickney could reply Roesch said: 
“That isa question for an honest difference of 
opinion; don’t you think so?” 

“Yes it might be in the light in which you re- 
garded it.” 

Coming down to the night the resolutions 
were adopted by the association, Mr. Stickney 
said that Mr. Nash spoke for them and Mr. 
Bowers against them. There were 500 or 600 
members present, and perhaps ten of that num- 
ber voted against their adoption. 

In conclusion Mr. Hickney said that the rea- 
son why the investigation had been made in 
New-York was because the New-York lawyers 
have a strong interest in the Court of Appeals; 
that seven-eighths of the cases tried before that 
court were represented by metropolitan counsel. 

The examination then closed. The counsel 
apparently were not happy, nor did the mem- 
bers of the Bar Association go sneaking back to 
New-York, as Leader bush declared in the As-

On the whole, the Bar Association ought tto 
feel satisfied with its labors. Maynard is still 
onthe bench, itis true, He will stick there. 
Nor will the votes of Democratic Senators 
molest or threaten his comfort. But he must 
be far from tiappy. Held up to contempt by 
the brightest lawyers in New-York City, de- 
apised by men who wear the same robes, noth- 
ing is left for him but to await the end of the 
term to Ww Goy. Flower and his master, 
Davia B. Hill, placed him. In the meantime 
the committee will rest until Monday at 1 
o’ clock,

THE GOVERNMENT WILL ENCOURAGE 
ITALIAN EXHIBITORS, 


Romr, March 31.—Replying to the soulptor,

POPULAR SUBSCRIPTIONS RESORTED TO 
—OOST OF THE EXHIBITION. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla, March 31.—Florida’s 
World’s Fair Directory has announced its ina- 
bility to raise the hundred-thousand-dollar fand 
proposed last October upon the county appor- 
tionment plan by subscription or taxation. It 
has practically disbanded. Arthur C. Jaekeon, 
a well-known lecturer on Florida and her ac- 
credited representative at the Paris Exposition 
of 1889, proposes to raise $200,000 by popular 
subscriptions, all subsoribers to reserve adver- 
tising space in the Florida Gaseteer, to be dis- 


tributed at the expositio: The greater portion 
of the fund is to go in pa t fora State build- 
ing and State exhibita. The plan is taking like 
wildfire. To-day Henry M. Flagler of New-York 
subseribed $20,000 and the project has received 
a boom thereby. 

Gov. Fieming to-day appointed Mr. Jackson 
and Joseph Hirst to be State World’s Fair Com- 
missioners. ihey willassume charge of Fior- 
ida’s 6pace at once. 

OCuICAGO, March 31.—The Congressional com- 
mittee investigating the status of the World’s 


Fair visited Jackson Park to-day and inspected 
the buildings in course of construorion. Presi- 
dent Baker estimates the total cost of the fair. 
at $22,226,000. This is larger by about $4,000,- 
VU0 than was estimated when Congress had its 
last yearly report on the fair. 

As a resultof Gen. Miles’s recent visit to 
Wushington, it is stated that 3,500 United 
States troops will be ordered to Chicago to take 
partin the dedicatory services of the W orld’s 
Fair.

SENAT@R MORGAN WANTS NO 
‘MORE HYPOCRISY. 


HE MBANS TO MAKE HILL AND OTHER 
FREE-SILVER SENATORS DECLARE 
THEMSELVES—THE RESOLUTIONS BY 
WHICH HE PROPOSES TO DO THIS. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—Before to-day’s meet- 
ingofthe Senate a number of prominent Sen- 
.ators had reason to congratulate themselves 
‘that there was an excelient prospect that they 
‘might get through the session without being 
| obliged to place themselves on record on the 
_stiver question. The Bland bill they considered 
| dead, and nothing caleulated to disturb them 
Was in sight except the notice given by Senator 
“Stewart (Rep., Nev.,) yesterday that on Monday 
he should move to take up the Senate Free- 
Coinage bill. It would be easy enough to dodge 
this measure, they figured, without any em- 
_ barrassing consequences. 

At these scheming gentlemen Senator Mor- 
gen (Dem., Ala,) threw a bombshell to-day, in 
the shape of a series of resolutions instructing 
‘the Committee on Finance to inquire as to the 
effect of the Silver act of 1890 on the price of 
silver bullion; as to the issue of legal tender 
notes, &c., and to report promptly on the mat- 
ter. He followed it with a long speech, in which 
he admitted that the object of the resolutions 
/ was to cause gentlemen who were now silent on 
the free-coinage question to give the people 
their views. He wished to ascertain, he said, 
whether on either side or both sides of the 
chamber there were Senators who permitted the 
“shadows of coming heroes and Presidential 
combatants to come between theirduty to the 


people and their votes on a question of the 
highest possible importance.” it did not make 
any material difference whether Mr. Harrison 
or anybody else was to be the Republican candi- 
date for the Presidency, or whether Mr. Cleve- 
land, or anybody else was to be the Democratic 
candidate; Senators should march straight up 
od their duty and correct the evil as they knew 
ow. 

There was quite a lively tilt between Mr. 
Morgan and Senator Sherman, (Rep., Ohio,) who 
declared that if there was to be a debate on the 
silver question, it o ght to be based on a square 
proposition to that effect. No other fen- 
ators took part in the discussion, and 
Mr. Morgan finally asked that the resolutious 
lie upon the table. Next Monday he will call 
them up. Itis Mr. Morgan’s intention in intro- 
ducing these resolutions to smoke out Senator 
Hill, whose efforts to dodge the silver question 
have set the whole country laughing; Senator 
Graham, who has, preserved a sphinx-like 
silence since the question came to the fore, and 
other Senators who have deemed it wise to let 
the public guess concerning their position with- 
out any enlightenment on their part. 

There have been rumors of late that Sena- 
tor Morgan was about to go into the Alii- 
ance camp, and his action to-day 
strengthens the view very much. He is 
sincere in his determination to make the 
“dodgers” declare themselves, and there is but 
little doubt that he will so shape the discussion 
that those who remain silent will be dragged 
into the arena, 80 that the people may look at 
them. By calling up hie resolutions Monday 
Mr. Morgan will be able to start the debate, and 
there seems to be no reason why it should not 
continue until everybody has been given an op- 
portunity to be heard. ‘Che free-silver men sup- 
port his action heartily. 

Then will come the motion of Senator Stew- 
art to call up the Silver bill, and the Senators 
will be called upon to vote. It will readily be 
seen that to dodge at that time, when public at- 
tention is fastened upon the Senate, will be an 
exceedingly risky action, particularly to nomi- 
nation chasers like Hill. When Mr. Morgan 
made hia reference to Presidential candidates 
to-day, Hill was in his seat. As svon as he 
caught the drift of the Senator's speech he im- 
mediately walked outinto the cloak room, at 
which action a smile floated about the chamber. 
He evidently changed his mind, for almost im- 
mediately he returned and kept his seat until 
the subject was laid aside. It is thought to- 
night that the Alabama Senator has created a 
situation which will finally compel Hill to face 
the music, and to tell whether he is fur or 
against free silver. Should Mr. Morgan succeed 
in drawing the skulkers out he will be entitled 
to the thanks of the country. 


THE TARIFF DEBATE IN THE HOUSE. 
After the transaction of some routine busi- 
ness the House went into Committee of the 
Whole (Mr. Blount of Georgia in the Chair) 
on the free wool bill. Mr. Brosius, (Rep. Penn.,) 
spoke in opposition to the measure and made a 
defense of the protective system. 

Mr. Wheeler (Dem,, Ala.) is an energetic 
talker, and when he took the floor to conciude 


his speech (begun a week or more ago) in advo- 
caoy of the bill he received the attention of the 
hundred and odd members present. He spoke 
but for a brief space of time, which he devoted 
to a denunciation of the McKinley act. 

Mr. Johnson (Dem., Ohio,) said that he would 
vote for the Free Wool bill with a great deal of 
pleasure, but he would like the measure very 
much better if it did not suit the manufacturers 
of woolen goods so well. When he welcomed 
free wool he would be delighted if there could 
be lower duties on woolen goods. As an Ameri- 
can and asa Democrat he was glad to see the 
pending bill, because it added to the free list, be- 
cause it was in the right direction. It increased 
the free list and reduced the duties on manu- 
factured articles. Free wool would mean less 
shoddy in our woolen cloths. He hoped that 
this Democratic House would pass bills putting 
lumber, coal, iron. ore, and (in order to take his 
own medicine) steel rails and agricultural im- 
plements on the free list. A protective tariff 
paid a premium on smuggling. It made by law 
acrime what waa not a crime. Naturally a 
man had aright to trade where he wished. A 
protective tariff made a natural law an artiilcial 
crime. 4 

Mr. Stockdale (Dem., Miss.,) spoke in favor of 
the bill and incidentally raised his voice in 
favor of free silver coinage. The present Ad- 4 
ministration, he said, seemed to quarrel with 
every nation it touched,and had done more 
quarreling than any other Administration for 
thirty years of our history. When it did suc- 
ceed in bringing about a war, the protected in- 
dustries of the country would bold a strong 
hand upon the coffers ofthe Treasury. They 
would come out of the war the ruling kings and 
autocrats of the country, and the laboring poo- 
ple would look in vain fur protection or assist- 
ance. 
Mr. Kyle (Dem., Miss.,) spoke in favor of the 
bill, but directed his remarks especially toward 
# portrayal oi the benefits which would acorue 
to the Southern farmer from an abolition of the 
duty on cotton ties. Mr. Norton (Dem., Mo.,) 
favored the measure in a brief speech. 


THE CHINESE EXCLUSION ACT. 
Assistant Seoretary Spaulding saw the dis- 
pateh in THE TimEs on the Chinese question, and 
read it with interest. It was significant to him 
that it did not assert, as some prior dispatches 
had done, that Chinamen bearing Canadian 


naturalization papers had been passed by Cus- 
tome oflicers. So far as he is advised, no Chinese 
have attempted to get through on papers like 
those minutely described in Tur Times, and if 
any should try to get through they would be 
stopped. 7 

When the first report from Montreal, pub- 
lished in Tuk Times, was read at Platts- 
burg by Special agent Ames, who had been 
over to the Burlington district on business, 
he sent word to the department. to 
deny that any of the Chinese reported as passea 
had been run through either the Plattsburg or 
the Burlington districts. In order to make the 
prior instructions under the Exclusion act regu- 
lations more clearly understood, Secretary 
Spauiding sent another letter to Special Agent 
Ames as follows:

In more than one oase 
the Inspector has found that the scales which 
were used in weighing cattle at the agenvies 
had been tampered with, the latest case being 
that atthe Rosebud Agency, where Capt. Lee 
was on duty. Nearly every recent trouble with 
the Indians has been directly or indirectly 
traceable to the careless treatment, approach- 
ing deceit and abuse, which the Indians have 
been subjected to at the hands of irresponsible 
and selfish appointees of the Indian Bureau. 





MAYOR GLEASON ACQUITTED. 
—_—_—a—_—— 
HIS ESCAPE FROM JAIL BOISTEROUSLY 
CELEBRATED BY HIS FOLLOWERS. 


The trial of Mayor Gleason, indicted for as- 
saulting Alfred Nelson, was concluded in Long 
Island City yesterday, and resulted in Gleason’s 
acquittal The verdict was not unexpected, as, 
while the evidence proved that Gleason had dis- 
located the plaintiff's shoulder, counsel con- 
vinced the jury thatthe defendant did not use 
more force than was necessary to preserve cer- 
tain papers over which the struggle between 
the men took place. 

When Judge Garretson opened court yester- 
day morning District Attorney Fleming re- 
sumed his summing up, and, at ite conclusion, 
Judge Garretson charged the jury. It was evi- 
dent, through his explanation of the law, that 
Nelson, the plaintiff, had acted wrongly in 
taking up the now famous petition from the 
table in the Health Board room, and that the 
defendant, Gleason, had taken advantage of it. 

At the conclusion of Judge Garretson's charge 
the jury retired, and, after having been out one 
hour and a half, they returned with a verdict of 


‘not guilty. 


The scene which followed was character- 
istic of Gleason, All the employes in the 
various departments of the City Government 


under his control and scores of his heelers had 
been ordered to be present in the courtroom, 
and were lined up in a body back of the railing 
which separated the lawyers from the benches, 
and when the verdict was pronounced they 
showed their approval by clapping their hands 
and stamping their feet. 


Judge Garretson ordered the court officers to° 


clear the courtroom of gthe disorderly crowd, 
which was done 

Counselor Goff then addressed the court, say- 
ing that there were other indictments hanging 
over his client--Gleason—and he moved that 
they should be tried without further delay. 

In reference tothe indictment against Glea- 
son for conspiracy, District Attorney Fleming 
said he had no evideuce in his possession 
against the defendant, but in relation to the 
other indictments he said he would prefer ex- 
amiming them before.moving for trial. 

Judge Garretson said he would inquire into 
the matter. 

The jury in the trial just finished admit their 
verdict was based entirely on the law points 
involved. Three ballots were taken before a 
verdict was reached. The trial cost Gleason 
probably $2,000. 

The Gleason saloons kept open house, and 
last night whisky fiowed like water, while beer 
was ata discount. 

Even the little school children were coerced 
into making a demonstration. Peter E. Tarpey, 
who is Principal of the First Ward Schoo), dis- 
missed the scholars in attendance at Gleason's 
old sawmill on the news of his boss’s acquittal 
reaching him,and they were marched to the 
City Hall, where Gleason awaited them. Then 
they were made to right-about face and march 
through the city. The procession broke ranks 
in front of Gleason’s office over the butcher's 
shop, on Front Street, and the children depart- 
ed for their homes, hailing with joy anything 
which gave them a holiday.

COMPULSORY VOTING. 


- 
A TOPIC DISCUSSED BEFORE THE COM- 
MONWEALTH CLUB LAST NIGHT. 


**Compulsory voting” was discussed at the 
monthly dinner of the Commonwealth Clup in 
Morello’s last night. Edward M. Shepard pre- 
sented in a carefully-prepared paper his reasons 
for believing that the enactment of a law com- 
pelling all voters to goto the polls on election 
day would be wise and beneficial. The argu- 
ment that such a law would be an infringement 
upon the individual's constitutional right of 
personal liberty he combated by the assertion 
that the suffrage isa trust duty and not a more 
privilege, and the community has just as reason- 
able a right to compel acltizen to discharge his 
duty at the polls asa it has to tax him for the 
common good. 

A compulsory ballot law, Mr. Shepard con- 
tended, would not only awaken in the hearts of 
all citizens a strong sense of thelr responsibili- 
ties, butit would do away with a large part of 


the work, expense, and temptations which now 
made politics so corrupt. The greatest part of 
the work andexpense atan election was devoted 
to getting out the voters who had to be urged to 
go to the polls. Statistics showed that the per- 
centage of registered voters who absented them- 
selves from the polls was about i2', in a Presi- 
dential election. A compulsory ballot law, the 
spennes Nouaves, would reduce that percentage 
to 2 or 3. 

Of course, Mr. Shepard said, such a law would 
be evaded as all useful laws are evaded, but 
the good effect it would have upon popular 
thought and action would be enormous, It 
might be said that while one could lead a» man 
to the polls, one could not make him vote. Let 
each voter who did not approve of any of the 
candidates cast a blank ballot. Those blank 
ballots would in themselves teach a good moral 
lessou. With acompuleory ballot law polities, 
without ceasing to be practical, would become 


exalted. 

Prof. Albert Bushnell Hart of Harvard 
took the negative sido of the question. 
He said that in Presidential elections fully 
five-sixtbs of the voters cast their bal- 
lots, which was a much larger proportion 
than in any other country. The argument 
against the ro of the State to compel voting 
was summed up in Faistaff'’s declaration: * If 
reasons were as plenty as blackberries, I would 
give no Man a reason upon compulsion.” The 
purpose of law was less to compel men 
to do things than to sanction what 
had been done in prescribed forme. 
In his judgment there was too mach mollycod- 
dling of voters already, too many attempts to 
yrotect them from their own waut of reflection.

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‘METHODIST MINISTERS LOOKING 
Z FOR ITS AUTHOR. 


THE NEW-YORK CONFERENCE APPOINTS 
A COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE THE 
SCANDAL—SOME VIGOROUS LAN-" 
GUAGE USED IN DEBATE. 


The matter of the anonymous letter writing, 
as dctailed in yesterday’s Trues, received open 
and vigorous notice from the members of the 
New-York Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church yesterday. The-routine business 
of the conference, in the Park Avenue Church, 
was laid aside for the time being, and for nearly 
two hours some pointed language, not devoid 
ofsharp personalities, was indulged in by dif- 
ferent members. 

Groups of members scattered about the body 
of the church and in the hallways discussed the 
identity of the letter writer and the probable 
action of the conference. The galleries were 
early filled with alarge crowd, among whom 
Were many ladies, and when Bishop Cyrus D. 
Foss formally opened the meeting he had be- 
fore him the largest number of persons that has 
attended any conference meeting in recent 
years. 

At the first opportunit 
son claimed the floor an 
ing resolution: 

Whereas, An item was published in the New-York 
Tribune of yesterday entitled “Scandal among 
Methodists,” and, whereas, the substance of the 
article is repeated this morning and charges of @ 
serious character against the ministry of the New- 
York Conference are thereby circulated; therefore 

Resolved, That a committes of five be appointed by 
the Chair to investigate these charges and report to 
the conference as soon as possible. 

A number of members we@e on their feet at 
ones, but Bishop Foss recognized the Rev. C. G. 
Deming, who moved that the regolution be 
tabled. This was opposed by several ministers, 
one of whom remarked that if the matter was 
not thoroughly sifted the imputation carried by 
the newspaper stories would attach itsélf to the 
whole conference, which sentiment was re- 
echoed by the Rev. Richard Wheatley. 

The Rev. G. H. Gregory was next recognized. 
*T have received a letter,” said he, “from 
some unknown member of this conference, who 
acouses me of having written that anonymous 
communication. In fact, the brother stated 
that he would rather have his picture adorn 
the Rogues’ Gallery than to be in my shoes. I 
am pot willing to restunder this imputation, 
and Iwill gladly vote forthe adoption of the 
resolution. That I had anything whatever to do 
with it | most indignantly and vehemently 
deny.”’ 

Dr. George H. Smith declared thatsome of the 
members} of the conference were tomes | 
shadowed by detectives, anf he denounce 
those who were responsible foritin bitter in- 
vectives. 

The Rev. Thomas Elliott said he had also been 
accused of having written the letter, and he 
thought it only just that the matter should be 
probed toits depths andthe guilty parties dis- 
covered. 

The Rev. John R. Day, pastor of the Calvary 
Church .of this city, said he, also, had received 
an anonymous letter which implicated him as 
being the guilty author, and he did not like to 
remain under any such stigma. 

Other speakers followed and at times several 
claimed the floor at once. »home devoted them- 
selves to a general vituperation against the un- 
known author, while others offered amend- 
mente to and substitutions for the Ferguson 
resolution. 

The Rev. Richard Wheatley at length obtained 
the fioor. “it is hardly fair,” he remarked, 
“for the whole conference to rest under the 
cloud of suspicion such as will be thrown about 
it by the adoption of a resolution commanding 
@ general investigation, when, as a matter of 
fact, itis known that Drs. Gregory, Harrower, 
and Day are those who are under suspicion. 
Dr. Day says he wishes to be investigated.” 

** Not much I didn’t,” interrupted Mr. Day. 

“ The remarks are out of order,” said Bishop 
Foss, but Dr. Wheatley continued upon the line 
on Which he started. 

Dr. Day vigorously repelled the insinuations 
in Dr Wheatiey’s speech. ‘I do not think it is 
fair,” he said, “for a brother in this confer- 
ence to brand mebefore the public as being 
guilty of having written that letter. I have no 
objections to being investigated, if any investi- 
gation is necessary, but I cannot see how it is 
necessary to have my name inserted in the res- 
olution, and I request that the remarks of Dr. 
Wheatiey be recalled.” 

“TI recall them,” promptly responded Dr. 
Wheatley. 

The final action of the conference was to 
adopt the following substitute resolution, 
offered by Dr. Clark Wright. 

Whereas, Certain rumors are afioat derogatory to 
the character ofcertain members of the conference, 

Resoived, That a committee of seven be appointed 
to call before them any and all having iaformation 
concerning the meeting at Poughkeepsie and the 
promulgation of certain anonymous letters, of which 
one is submitted, and all kindred matters, and _re- 
port tothe conference before the election of dele- 
gates to the General Conference. 

Presiding Bishop Foss named the following 
for this committee: A. H. Ferguson, E. 8. 
Bishop, B. H. Birch, Andrew Longacre, J. Y. 
Bates, E. 8. Osben, and J. P. Hermance. 

The regular business of the conference then 
proceeded, although it was difficult for some 
minutes for any one to be heard, owing to the 
general hum of conversation keptup by the 
brethren over the matter justdecided. After 
the conference had passed the character of the 
preachers on trial and reported the names of 
those in a supernumerary relation, Dr. Eaton 
presented the report of the Book Concern, in 
which he said that never before had so great 

rotits been earned. In consequence, the divi- 

ends for the relief of aged pastors had been in- 
creased, and the allotment for the New-York 
Conference was more than $2,500. 

Dr. Mendenhall spoke in the interests of the 
Methodist Keview, and Miss Reeves of the work 

| of the deaconesses of the Church. 

At 2 o’clock in the afternoon the Rev. W. F. 
Brush preached the conference sermon, taking 
for his subject the character of John. At 3 
o’olock the anniversary of the Woman’s Foreign 
Mission was celebrated, and an address was 
delivered by the Rev. Dr. 8. L. Baldwin. 

The ‘anniversary of the Church Extension 
Society was observed in the evening. There 
were addresses by the Rev, E. K. Young of 
Philadelphia, the Rev. G. H. Gregory, and the 
Rev. W. A. Spencer.

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ST. JOHN THE DIVINE. 
—_—_——_>—_—_— 


PLANS OF THE TRUSTEES AS TO ITS 
BUILDING. 


It has been decided by the Board of Trustees 
of the Cathedral of St. John the Divine that the 
building shall be placed on the ground with a 
true orientation, with the west front toward 
Amsterdam Avenue, but set back 120 feet from 
the street. The land cost $850,000, of which all 
but $175,000 has been raised. As soon as this 
is raised the choir of the cathedral will be built 
at once, its westend being closed with a temp- 
orary wall, so thatit can be used as a separate 
building for cathedral services. ‘ 

It will form an imposing edifice of itself, al- 

hough not more than one-sixth of the com- 
pleted structure as designed. In size it will be 


150 feet long, and it will seat 1,500 people. 
There is no reason why this partof the cathe- 
dral should not be finished within three years. 
The date of the laying of the corner stone, All 
Saints’ Day, Nov. 1 of the present year, was set 
because it will be immedia after the ourn- 
ment of the General Convention at Baltimore. 
A great number of Bishops from all over the 
country will aseist in the exercises. 

The Board of Trustees has decided that the 
land must be fully paid for before any money 
shall be expended in building, and that provis- 
ion foranendowment shall be made concur- 
rently with the building of the structure, so as 
to prevent the finished cathedral from becoming 
a burden upon the diocese or crippled in the 
efiiciency of ite spiritual work by lack of funds. 
The Board vf Trustees has therefore adopted 
the following recommendations: 

1. That the Bishop’s commissary, with assist- 
ance from members of the Board of Trustees, secure 
the amount needed to pay for the land in full from 
churchmen and churchwomen of the diocese. 

Zz. That the income only from the moneys from the 
estates of the late Miss Edson and Mrs. Coles be used 
for the purposes of the corporation, the principal 
sums being set apart as an endowment fund of the 
cathedral 

3. Sums not otherwise specifically designated after 
the land has been paid for shall be expended on the 
constraction of the cathedral until the amount so 
expended eguals the amount of the endowment fund 
that may be created by the legacies of Miss Edson 
and Mrs. Coles. 

4. When the sum expended in construction shall 
equal the endowment fund, the Trustees shall, out of 
all undesignated sums received, add to the endow- 
ment fund the amountexpended upon construction 
until the endowment fund shall reach $3,000,000.

SINKING FUND COMMISSION. 


SEVERAL 
SIDERED YESTERDAY, 


A site for the new Criminal and Judicial Court 
Building on the west side was selected yester- 
day by the Sinking Fund Commissioners. It is 
the plat, 50 by 201 feet in area, extending from 
Fifty-third to Fifty-fourth Streets, between 
Eighth and Ninth Avenues, west of the Amity 
Baptist Church. The report of the Controller 
held that the property was only worth $50,000, 
but that the property owners wanted $70,000, 
and condemnation proceedings will be begun. 
The new bwilding will be occupied, when com- 
pieted, by the Seventh District Police Court and 
the Eleventh Judicial District Court. 

The Commissioners authorized Controller 
Myers to sell at auction the franchise of the 
East Ninety-ninth Street and College Point 
Ferry for tive years at an upset priceof $4,500a 
year, and the One Hundred and Thirtieth Street 
and Fort Lee Ferry for an upset price of $1,500 
or 8 per cent. of the receipts on the New- 
York side. He ‘was also authorized to sell 
$1,500,000 of dock bonds to secure funds for 
water front improvements. 

The Controller reported that the Board of 
Education had secured enough room in the 
Essex Market Building to accommodate 676 
children who could not be accommodated at 
Grammar School No. 7, in the Tenth Ward. 
The number of children who have not been able 
to obtain school accommodation in this ward 
has been 1,200,

SUFFERING FROM A .STROKE OF PAR- 
ALYSIS RECEIVED ON TUESDAY. 


The Rev. Dr. William M. Taylor, pastor of the 
Broadway Tabernacle at Sixth Avenue and 
Thirty-fourth Street, suffered a slight shock of 
paralysis last Tuesday afternoon. His speech 
was affected, and thinking it was merely a pass- 
ing ailment he took adrive with the idea that 
the fresh air might do him good. On his return, 
however, he grew much worse, and had to take 
to his bed. 

Dr. Taylor’s physician, Dr. William 4H. 
Thowson of 5 West Fifty-sixth Street, said last 
night that although the case was undoubtedly 
serious he had no apprehensions of present 
danger. 

The Rev. Dr. Taylor has been pastor of the 
Broadway Tabernacle since 1872. He was born 
in Kilmarnock, Scotland, in 1829, and came to 
this country in 1871, preaching in Brooklyn 
with such effectiveness that in the following 
year he was called to his present pastorate as 
the successor of the Rev. Joseph P. Thompson. 
He received the degree of D. D. from both Yale 
and Amherst in 1872, and that of L.L. D. from 
Princeton in 1883. He was Jecturer at Yale 
Seminary in 1876 and 1886 and at Princeton 
Seminary in 1880. 





DECORATED BY KING GEORGE. 
The King of Greece has conferred on John D. 
Buchtel of this city the cross of Chevalier of the 
Royal Order of the Saviour. This is an excep- 
tional honor. hitherto not bestowed upon an 
American. Mr. Buchtel has received from the 


Greek Minister of Foreign Affairs at Athens the 
silver cross of the Knights of the Royal Order of 
the Saviour and also a diploma signed in auto- 
graph by King George L and countersigned by

THE FOLEY EXCISE BILL RECOMMITTED 
FOR AMENDMENT—LIEDT. GOV. SHEE- 
HAN SAVES HIS BACON BY FORCING A 
SNAP ADJOURNMENT IN THE SENATE. 


ALBANY, March 31.—The anti-Hill revolt has 
reached the Legislature, and to-day the Demo- 
cratic majority was divided on two important 
bills in each branoh, bills in which the Demo- 
cratic leaders were vitally interested. 

Notice has been served on the bosses that the 
iron ring which has encircled the neoks of the 
members since the 6th day of January must 
now be removed, else the menibers will break it. 

The bills in dispute were the Foley Excise, in 
the Assembly, and the Gorman Police Inapect- 
ors, in the Senate, In both instances the repre- 
sentatives from Albany County were refrac- 
tory and followed the bent of their own incli- 
nations rather than tho behests of party bosses. 

The Republicans, undef the lead of Gen. 
Husted, ran the Assembly for the first time this 
year. They had Democratic assietance in the 
persons of two of the three members from 
Albany and of Mr. Hall of Clinton. For a time 
Mr. Ladue of Pufnam joined this procession, 


| but he soon fell back to the boss line. 


THE EXCISE BILL RECOMMITTED. 
Unless the Democratic leaders are able to 
smooth down the ruffled plumage of the disaf- 
fected within their ranks and obtain sixty-five 
votes with which to resurrect it, the Foley bill 


will die in the Committee on Excise, to which it 
was recommitted for amendment at the close of 
to-day’s discussion. 

In the excitement of the moment Mr. Foley 
forgot to add to his motion to recommit that 
the bill retain its position on order of second 
reading, and it will therefore go to the bottom 
of the calendar, unless the requisite number of 
votes can be obtained to suspend the necessary 
rules and advance it. 

This is likely to prove a difficult task at this 
stage of the session. Foley will make no at- 
tempt even to have the bill reported again un- 
til tne local trouble has been arranged, and the 
prospect of that seems to be growing beauti- 
rtully less. 

The ball was opened by Mr. Foley (Dem., New- 
York,) moving acall of the House, but before 
any absentees were broughtin all proceedings 
under the call were suspended. 

Before the Clerk began to read the bill Gen. 
Husted (Rep., Westchester,) said that he hoped 
the members would understand the greatness 
and importance of the question under discus- 
sion, and trusted that it would be discuesed 
without passion or prejudice, and that politics 
and religion, sect or nationality, would not be 
brought nto the consideration of the measure. 
The Speaker announced that he would contine 
the debate strictly to the provisions of the bill. 

Mr. Foley (Dem., New-York,) said that as 
Chairman of the Excise Committee he wished to 
say that that committee had given a free and 
fair hearing to the bill, and had incorporated in 
it many of the changes advocated by ite oppo- 
nents. For his own part he was still of the 
opinion that it would bein the interest of law 
and orderto permit the sale of ales, beer, and 
wine after 1 o’clock on Sunday, but this propo- 
sition had been knocked out in response to the 
clamor of the people who, for the most part, 
had been either ill 5 a pay or were insincere. 

“This has been called a liquor bill,” he contin- 
ued, * but if the L.quor dealers were ever anxious 
for its enactment, since its amendment they 
have no further interest in it.” 

The Clerk then began to read the bill section 
By section. 

Mr. Woodbury (Rep., Chautauqua,) offered the 
first amendment, to Section 5, which provides 
for the appointment of Exise Commissiuners in 
cities. The amendment suggested changes the 
bill so that the appointment of such Commis- 
sioners shall not apply to cities where such offi- 
cers are now elected 4 ballot. 

Mr. Bush (Dem., Ulster,) argued that there 
was no need for suchs change. These officers 
were etected under special acts, and no special 
acts were repealed by a general act unless spe- 
cifically noted. 

When questioned by Mr. Husted, Bush said 
that this was his opinion as a lawyer. 

When the amendment was put toa vote the 
sponsors of the bill had their tirst surprise, for 
it was adopted by 57 yeas to 53 nays. The 
Democrats voting in the aflirmative were 
Messrs. Cole, (Warren,) Gove, (Montgomery,) 8. 
8. Laing, (Cattaraugus,) Lamont, (Schoharie,) 
and Warner, (Columbia.) The Kepublicans vot- 
jngin the negative were Conrady, (New-York,) 
Weeks, (Queens,) and Listman, (Onondaga.) The 
Albany delegation did not vote. 

Mr. McManus (Dem., New-York,) offered the 
second amendment, to Section 5. It provided 
that the Excise Commissioners in New-York 
shall be appointed by each incoming Mayor 
within ten days after taking office and shail 
hold co-exteusive terms. 

Messrs. McManus, Hoag, (Rep., New-York,) 
and Husted defended the amendment, on the 
ground that, as the Mayor would be responsible 
for the acts of the Commissioners, he should 
have the appointmenf of those who serve dur- 
ing his term of office. 

Leader Bush thought that the adoption of this 
amendment meant the dragging of the liquor 
question into every Mayoralty contest, and no 
Mayor could be elected without tirst pledging 
himself as to the appointment of Commissioners. 

The amendment was carried by a vote of 60 
to 54. Messrs. Hitt and Gorman (Dems., Al- 
bany,) incautiously stuck their heads outside 
the smoking room, and, being compelied to 
vote, cast their lot with the Republicans. 

Mr. Foley, realizing that the time had come 
for drastic measures, moved a close call of the 
House, and it was declared carried, viva voce, 
although Gen. Husted almost toppled off into 
the well shouting for the yeas and nays. 

When the Speaker decided against him he 
moved that further proceedings under the call 
be suspended, and on that he demanded the 
yeas and nays. > moved to table this mo- 
tion. The “Bald Eagle” raised the point of 
order that it could not be tabled, as a call of the 
House took precedence over any other motion. 
The Speaker declared the point not well taken, 
and the motion was tabled amid great confu- 
sion. The galleries and lobbies were then 
cleared, none being allowed in the chamber ex- 
cept the nembers and officers. 

When the call was completed it was found 
that those absent were: Kepublicans, Messrs. 
Adams, (Cayuga,) Palmer, (Essex.) Patchin, 
(8teuben,) and Roberts, (Livingston;) Demo- 
crate, Messrs. La Grange (Aldany) and Finegan 
(New-York.) The only one of the absentees 
who was not excused was Mr. La Grange, and 
the Sergeant at Arms ‘and his tive assistants 
were sent to hunt him up. It was nearly an 
hour before the Sergeant reported that the mniss- 
ing statesman could not be found and that ho 
had been informed thatthe gentleman had left 
the city. 

During the tedious interim the members 
smoked, cracked jokes, and indulged in the 
usual horseplay indicative of members of the 
New- York ay ps poet whenever they are given 
the shadow of an oe, 

On motion of Mr. Bush the proceedings under 
the call were suspended. r. Malone (Kep., 
Kings,) moved toamend Section 6 by striking 
out the provision that no Excise Commissioners 
shall be removed except upon the written ap- 
proval of the Governor. 

Gen. Husted thought that this was a good 
suggestion. The Governor had his hands full 
now without having work of this character put 
on his shoulders. 

Mr. Bush declared that the attitude of the Re- 
publicans on this proposition proved the falsity 
of their claims as standard bearers of tem- 
perance. If the Mayor was allowed to remove 
Commissioners without appeal he could be bul- 
lied and ——— to by the liquor dealers if the 
Commissioners did not carry out their wishes. 
The adoption of this amendment simply meant 
putting the power into the hands of the saloon 
element, a power that they had never had he- 
fore. But, in spite of this protest, the amend- 
ment was adopted by a vote of 58 to 55. 

Mr. Selleck (Rep., Oswego,) next offered an 
amendment to Section 19; that in towns or 
cities of less than 25,000 inhabitants, pharma- 
cists may be granted a general license. In de- 
fense of this proposition Mr. Selleck said that 
in many of the small cities of the State there 
were no salouns and a man should not be com- 
pelled tohunt about for a physician to geta 
prescription if he wanted liquor for medicinal 
purposes. 

Mr. Bush asked for a roll call in order to show 
how inconsistent the Republicans were, but he 
was doomed to disappointment, for the amend- 
inent was lost by a vote of 20 yeas to 93 nays, 

“Tim” Sullivan (Dem., New-York,) created 
some amusement during the roll call by shout- 
ing: *' We liquor dealers must stick together; I 
vote with Brother Selleck.’”’ 

Mr. Foley by this time had realized that his 
bill was destined to be amended beyond recog- 
nition, and, believing that discretion was the 
better part of valor, moved that the bill be re- 
committed. 

Gen. Husted moved tod amend the motion to 
recommit, with instructions to strike out the 
enacting clause. *

Foley then withdrew his original motion and 
moved that the bill be recommitted tor amend- 
ment.

The motion to recommit for amendment was 
then carried, but Gen. Husted had kept his eyes 
open, and, with more than bis usual urbanity, 
he said: “I desire to have it recorded on the 
Journal that this bill does not retain its place on 
the calendar. No such provision was made in 
the motion. When reported from the committee 
it will take its place at the end of the bills on 
the order of second reading.”’

A disturbance arose in the Senate to-day from 
the fact that some one had trifled with the cal- 
endar. Yesterday the Cohves Inspectors bill 


was placed at the end of the second reading of 
bills on the calendar.

MATTERS OF INTEREST. 

Senator Ahearn (Dem., New-York,) hag intro- 
duced a bill, which has been ordered to third 
reading, to enable three of the New-York City 
Coroners who were clected prior to 1891 to ob- 
tain their salaries, which have been withheld by 
the Controller under a disputed section of the 


Consolidation act in regard to the fees of the 
Coroners when they act as Sheriffs. Accord- 
ing to the Controller's view of the law the 
Coroners are under bond to protect the city 
against loss us to those fees which were received 
by other Coroners. 

The Senate has agreed with the adverse re- 
ports of the Committee on General Laws against 
two bills ot Mr. McMahon, (Dem., New-York,) 
giving entire control to the Trustees of hospitals 

or the insane in New-York City receiving State 
ald. The other strangled bill ia that which 
prohibits the opening of certain letters by the 
authorities of hospitals for the insane. Senator 
Cantor was notin his seat when the bills were 
killed. Later he explained that a large number 
of persons were interested in the measure, and 
had been here all Winter. He thought no harm 
would come if the bills were sent. to Committee 
of the Whole. To this the Senate agreed. 

The bill introduced in the Assembly by Mr. 
Sulzer (Dew., New-York,) allowing New-York to 
appropriate $50,000 for a proper celebration of 
the four hundredth anniversary of the discovery 
of America and making Oct. 12 next a legal 
holiday was passed. The Adirondack Park bill 
was also passed. 


A bill aimost as bad in its provisions as the 
misnamed Freedom-of-Worship bill was killed 
by the Assembly at its session to-night. It was 
introduced by Mr. Gorman, (Dem., Albany,) and 

rovides for religious worship in insane asy- 

ums. Gen, Husted (Rep., Westchester,) drew 
attention to the fact that more than 30 per cent. 
of the inmates of asylumns are victims of re- 
ligious mania, and under this bill these persons 
were to be permitted to have religious worship. 

The bill to do away with the sweating system 
- ey manufacture of clothing was passed to- 
night. 

The Judiciary Committee of the Assembly de- 
cided to report favorably this atternoon the bill 
introduced re, Mr. Yetman (Dem., Richmond,) 
allowing self-supporting women to vote; also 
the Plunkitt bill providing for additional poll 
clerks in New-York, to be appeinted by the 
Police Commissioners. 

The Cities Committee will report in the morn- 
ing the bill to permit the construction of under- 
ground railroads in Madison Avenue. 


DR. CURRAN TO BE UNSEATED. 

After delaying action until the last month of 
the session, the Assembly Committee on Privil- 
eges and Elections decided this morning that 
Dr. Richard Curran, recently elected Mayor of 
RocheSter, representing the Second District of 
Monroe, should be unseated. 

In their report they say that the seat should 
be given to Horace Howe, the Prohibition can- 


didate at the November election, since both the 
Democratic and Republican candidates were in- 
eligible for election, because they held offices 
under the Rochester City Government. 

Mr. Howe received 429 votes, Dr. Curran 
nearly 12,000. Mr. Howe will he the first Pro- 
hibitionist who ran on a Prohibition platform to 
have a seat in the Assembly. If he keeps his 
ae he will vete with the Democrats upon 
ail political questions. 

In the contest for the seat of Obed Wheeler 
(Rep., Dutehess,) the committee dismissed the 
petition. His majority was too big to fool with. 
Assemblyman Weeks (Rep., Queens,) saved his- 
neck by promising the Democratio bosses to 
vote to-day for any other measures for which 
they want an extra dummy. He cast his lot 
with “us saloon keepers,” as “ Tim” Sullivan 
calls them, and will therefore be permitted to 
remain. 

The ubiquitous Democratic Postmaster of 
Rural Grove, as well as the representative of 
Lewis County, will also be retained. By this 
arrangement the Democratic leaders will have 
two extras to call upon if at any time 
their votes shall be needed. If the Albany dele- 
gation refuses to be reconciled, Mesars. Weeks 
and Howe are likely to be calied upon often by 
their new masters. The comimittee’s report will 
be taken up for discussion to-morrow. 
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AMES WILL CONTEST. 


HE WANTS TO SEE WHETHER HIS TARIFF 
VIEWS WILL PASS MUSTER. 


Boston, March 31.—Ex-Gov. Ames will be a 
candidate for delegate at large before the Re- 
publican Convention. He says: “I understand 
that my name was considered by the State Cen- 
tral Committee, but was rejected because, in 
the opinion of the committee, I was not sound 
on the tariff question. 

“As that statement has gone forth, Iam will 
ing to go before the State Convention as a candi- 


date, that I may ascertain how large a propor- 
tion of the delegates agree with me in my views 
on the tariff. Many prominent Republicans 
have assured me that they agree with me, and 
many of those who left the Republican Party on 
the tariff issue have said to me that if the party 
should indorse my staud on the question they 
would be pleased to leave their Democratic as- 
sociations and return to the Kepublican Party. 
“Ido not believe in making the party any 
smalier than itis. Ifa man is to be read out of 
the party hecause he does not believe in every 
line of the McKinley bill, because be helieves 
in free iron ore and ample duties on pig iron, 
and is opposed to prohibitive duties, then the 
Republican Party will soon be small enough.”

RAUM DENIES EVERYTHING. 





THE SUBSTANCE OF HIS TESTIMONY BE 
FORE THE COMMITTEE. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—The Pension Office 
investigation was continued to-day. In answer 
to a question by Mr. Enloe, Commissioner Raum 
said that Lineaweaver, one of his confidential 
clerks, had returned to Washington. Mr. Pay- 
son, Gen. Raum’s counsel, said that it had been 
by his advice that Raum had declined to dis- 
close Lineaweaver’s movements, as publicity 
might defeat the purpose of his trip, which was 


justitiable, and had no connection with the in- 
vestigation as far as it had gone. 

Raum said that he had brought an examiner 
named Sprosser to Washington to “spot” 
Correspondent Fleming of the Indianapolis 
Sentinel and certain employes of the Pension 
Office whom Raum suspected of having con- 
spired to injure him. The Commissioner said 
that he considered it proper for him to employ 
Sprosser in this work at Government expense. 
Gen.Raum contended that hejhad acted properly 
in allowing a pension to Major Key against the 
advice of every one in the office. He denied 
that he had tried to prevent the present inves- 
tigation, or ha instructed examiners 
not to press testimony too close, or had used the 
Pension Bureau for political purposes. He had 
given preference to Republicans in selecting 
employes, but had never allowed politics to 
enter into the administration of the law. He 
denied that he bad made more appolntmenits 
than usual in doubtful districts just before 
election time, or had granted inore pensions In 
close districts than in districts where there was 
a strong majority for either party. 

He said that the great number of pensions 
granted in Indiana was due to the fact that it 
Was & olose State, where every one was “ strik- 
ing” for the old soldier vote. He denied that 
he had transferred to the Treasury last Sum- 
mer $5,000,000 because the Treasury had been 
reduced the financial straits, and said that the 
transfer had been made merely because it was 
found that the Pension Department didn’t need 
the money.

PHILADELPHIA, Mareh 31.—Since the Sugar 

Trust absorbed the refineries of Harrison, Frazier 

& Co., E. O. Knight & Co., and Claus Spreckels, 

thus acquiring control of all the refineries in 

the country, the wholesale grocers, sugar 


brokers, and other classes of business men have. 


been contemplating steps to arrest the threat- 
ened monopoly. Efforts have been made looking 
to the building of an independent refinery on 


the property of William J. McCahan & Co., 


molasses boilers, on the Delaware River near 
the Spreckels refinery, but the project has not 


met with much snecess. Its advocates have 
therefore sought relief in the preparation of a 
bill for the repeal of the duty of 49 cent per 
pound on refined grades of sugars, which they 
Bay serves only the purpose of allowing the 
trust to control absolutely the entire refining 
trade of this country, 

The draft of the bill, it is understood, has 
already been prepared by Samuel Thompsen, a 
lawyer of this city. Since the combination ac- 
guired control of the three refineries named, the 
aie ef.retined sugars in this city has advanced 

cent per pound. At the same time raw sugars 
have declined, from the fact thas there is but 
one buyer—the trust. The bill will be sent to 
Washington to-morrow. Mr. Thompson declined 
to say who would oifer it, but it is believed that 
it will be either Mr. MoMillin or Mr. Springer. 

Claus Spreckels left Pbiladeiphia for San 
Francisco with his family at noon to-day. The 
party traveled in a special car. 

Much disappointment is felt at his departure, 
as his choice of a site in this a for the location 
of his large refinery, with which he proposed to 
fight the Sugar Trust, was a source of much 
gratification to members of the Board of Trade 
and other organizations. With the recent sale 
of his property, however, Mr. Spreckels appar- 
ently lost all interest in this city, where he had 
resided with his family for two years. 

Sugar brokers believe that the purchase of the 
Philadelphia refineries by the Sugar Trust will 
not be followed by the closing of any of the re- 
tineries. 

It was reported some time ago that it was in- 
tended to close the Knight Retinery, but the re- 
port could not be confirmed, and the brokers 
now declare that the trust has no such inten- 
tion, and the purchase of the refineries will 
not interfere with their business at present.

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TRAIN ROBBERY IN ALABAMA. 





A MAIL CAR PLUNDERED—DOGS ON THES 
ROBBERS’ TRACK. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Maréh 31.—The Georgia 
Pacific passenger train, which loft here for At- 
lanta at 11:30 last night, was held up near 
Weems Station, ten miles out of Birmingham. 
A young white man boarded the engine and at 
the point of a Winchester compelled the engi- 
neer to bring the train to a standstill. Another 
masked man boarded the mail car, broke down 
the door, shot once to bring the agent to terms, 
went through the letters, taking all the regis- 
tered packages, and then. coolly left. 

Outside the rest of the gang were firing off 
their guns to keep the passengers quiet, and no 
one on the train made any movement of resist- 


ance except the rear flagman, who was shot at 
for his trouble. The entire job consumed eight 
minutes. 

The scene of the robbery was at Stinking 
Creek, which is crossed by a high trestle. 
The robbers brought the train up with the rear 
coach on the trestle. The gang outside were 
under the embankment The extent of the loss 
is not known. Dogs were procured and a chase 
began. The packages, which had been torn 
open, were found 300 yards off, near the place 
where the men had evidently been camping. 

The chase of the train robbers has been tem- 
porarily suspended, though search is Leger 
made for their trail. The robbery was north v 
this city. 

Two mules were taken from a lot at Irondale, 
six miles ous, last night. This morning the 
mules were found in the woods amile or two 
from this city, indicating thatthe robbers had 
first fled toward Birmingham, and it is believed 
they are in this city. There isno doubt about 
its being the same gang that attempted to 
wreck a Louisville and Nashville train five 
miles out on Sunday night, and with whom 
the officers had a tight on’ Monday night at 
Boyle’s Gap. The robbers got eighty-five pack- 
ages of registered mail, and threw away one 
package which had no money in it. 

Details of the train robbery show that three 
men were engagedin it, Before the train had 
gotup speed one man got on the stepor the 
engine cab, anu, just as it started across the 
trestle, stepped into the cab and called a stop. 
He was strictly obeyed. Robber No. 2 got on 
the mail car platform and calied for the door to 
be opened. ail Agent R. P. Hughes was slow 
about obeying and the door was promptly 
broken in. Hughes offered resistance, but a 
bullet through his clothing made him quiet. 
There were two sacks with registered pack- 
ages, Onbegnade up to go through to New-York 
and the other for Atlanta. The robbors took 
the former, but not the other. 

When the robbers got off, Engineer Spirks 
again obeyed orders and pulled out, leaving 
Flagman Adams behind the trestle, where he had 
got off. Bullets whistled by him from the gulch 

elow. 

lt was after 1 o'clock before news reached 
Birmingham, and after 3 before the special 
engine bearing Detective Barnes and his dogs 
with policemen and reporters reached the scene. 
In a few minutes the dogs had the trail, which 
led straight up the mountain side to a fence, 
where the only registered package yet found was 
discovered lying by the path. It was addressed 
to Munn & Co., Scienityic American, Broadway, 
N. Y., and was No. 135. It was mailed at 
Carbon Hill, Ala., March 2y, and contained 
some drawings or patterns, but no money. A 
few yards further the dogs halted at a burning 
camp-tire, which the robbers had left not two 
hours before. This point was amile or more 
north of the railroad from the camp.’ The trail 
turned almost due west, and was followed over 
hills and hollows, and across Stinking Creek, al- 
most parallel with the railroad, back to Tron- 
dale, a suburb five miles out of Birmingham. 
Here the dogs promptly went to a lot of a citi- 
zen named Montgomery and cams to ahalt. By 
this time it was 7 o’clock, and people were astir. - 
The mules were found about 9 tied in the bushes 
close to the street. railroad which leads to Bir- 
mingham. 

The perfect familiarity of the robbers with the 
rough country northeast of Birmingham and 
their selection of mules to climb the mountain 
indicates that they are local characters, or have 
been here studying the situation for some time. 

The United States Postal Department has of- 
fered the usual reward of $1,000 for the rob- 
bers. 

WASHINGTON, Maroh 31.—General Superin- 
tendent White of the Railway Mail Service has 
received the following telegram, dated to-day, 
from Superintendent Terrell, at Atlanta, Ga. : 


“Mail apartment car on Train 53, Georgia Pa- 
cific Railroad, was entered last night near Iron- 
dale, Ala., by two masked robbers. Several 
shots were fired into the oar, and Postal Clerk 
Hughes was slightly wounded. The contents of 
the through registered pouch from Birmingham, 
Ala., to New-York, consisting of some ten or 
fifteen registered packages, were taken. Clerk 
Hughes was robbed of his spare change.”’ 

It was said at tae Post Office Department that 
the road on which the robbery took place isa 
lateral of the Richmond and Danville system, 
and except on rare occasions the amount of reg- 
istered or ordinary mail carried was small.

assessment. Temporary debts are notori- 
ously incurred for the purpose of offsetting 
the value of personal property liable to as- 
sessment. This bill so amends the law as 
to forbid deductions for debts incurred for 
the purchase of ‘‘non-taxable property,” 
such as Government bonds, for debts on ac- 
count of indirect liability, and debts con- 
tracted for the purpose of evading taxa- 
tion. The Governor thinks this “ought to 
increase greatly the proportion of taxes 
yielded hy personal property and to do 
much toward equalizing the burdens of 
taxation.” Perhaps it ought, butit is very 
doubtful whether it will do anything of 
the kind. It will be very difficult to find. 
out the character of the debts incurred 
by taxpayers, and consciences which are 
elastic in the “swearing-off” process will 
not acquire rigidity under these provisions.

RISON. The campaign of 1888 was con- 
ducted there with much spirit and in a 
legitimate fashion, but no sooner was Mr. 
Harrison known to be elected than the 
office seekers and the office holders as- 
sumed that the Federal patronage was to 
be the dominant force in the party, and 
that the purpose of the whole organization 
was simply the distribution of places. 
Under this system the party, despite 
the great blunders of its rival, has 
made a steadily worse and worse showing, 
until now its only hope is the complete 
breaking up of the office holders’ machine. 
Curiously enough, this work is also neces- 
sary to secure for Mr. HARRISON himself 
the support in the State Convention from 
Kings County to which the sentiment of 
the party clearly entitles him. And yet it 
would be very hard to convince Mr. Har- 
RISON that the manipulation of the places 
isnot the most indispensable function of 
the Presidential office, 








In the otherwise excellent bill for street 
cleaning presented to the Legislature by 
the special committee there is one clause 
that needs revision. While the appoint- 
ments to the clerical force of the Street- 
Cleaning Bureau are to be made by the 
chief, subject to the municipal civil service 
rules, the power of appointment of the 
uniformed force is given to the same officer 
with no reference to the rules what- 
ever. Doubtless this was an _  over- 
sight, but it is one that ought to 
be corrected in time, as, under the de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals, if it be once 
enacted, a special law will be required to 
changeit. Whatever may be the defects 
in the administration of the civil service 
rules—and they are very serious—the prin- 
ciple of them is sound and necessary, and 
their scope should not be limited in this 


way.

MR. CLEVELAND IN HIS OWN STATE. 

Within the borders of the State of New- 
York there is no longer any occasion to 
argue that Mr. CLEVELAND, if nominated 
for the Presidency, will carry the State by 
avery large majority and receive its thirty- 
six Electoral votes. Personsin any degree 
familiar with the political feeling of party 
men and independents readily concede this 
to bethe case. Even among the supporters of 
Senator HiL1, those who feel any sense of 
responsibility for their utterances have 
ceased to deny it. The currents of public sen- 
timent run that way in a volume that'has 
been visibly swelling of late. Recent steps 
in political organization give abundant 
proof that the name of Mr. CLEVELAND is 
potent to awaken the masses of the New- 
York Democracy. Among the people of 
New-York who can watch these currents 
and see these growing proofs from day to 
day, doubt, where it existed, has given 
place to an assured conviction. There is 
no longer any question about it here. 

But in States remote from New-York 
there is here and there some apprehension 
lest the apparent party division and per- 
sonal resentments in this State shall im- 
peril the success of the Democracy with 
Mr. CLEVELAND as its candidate. Some 
part of this doubt, we are convinced, is the 
honest birth of political prudence and 
forethought; much of it has been artfully 
created by the alarmist talk of the parti- 
sans of other candidates. But alike with 
those who prefer Mr. CLEVELAND but are 
afraid of New-York and with those who 
prefer a different candidate and seek a pre- 
text, doubt takes its rise from the disaster 
of 1888. If Mr. CLEVELAND lost New-York 
and with it the Presidency in 1888, how 
can he expect to carry New-York and win 
the Presidency in 1892? isthe question of 
some anxious Democrats of the West and 
the South. That question calls for an an- 
swer. We will answer it. 

The Democratic Party may expect Mr. 
CLEVELAND to carry New-York in 1892, 
though losing it in 1888, because there 
is no Governor to be elected this year, 
no State canvass to be made, no local 
issues to be fought over. State conditions 
that would have defeated THOMAS JEFFER- 
son, had he been the Democratic candi- 
date in 1888, are completely altered in 
1892. A brief review of Warner MIL- 
LER’S canvass against Gov. HILt will show 
that fact. 

The State platform of the New-York Re- 
publicans in 1888 declared for high license 
and the restriction of the liquor tratfiic. 
WARNER MILLER, their candidate for Gov- 
eruor, was a pretty good Prohibitionist all 
through the campaign. 

But if Mr. MILLER succeeded in winning 
votes from the ranks of temperance, he 
and his party’s platform were rank poison 
to the liquor dealers, who with the large 
vote they control went bodily over to the 

support of Gov. Hitt. Nor were they con- 
tent with this. They took votes for Har- 





RISON over into the camp of the Republic- 
ans and exchanged them for Hill votes. 
For Mr. HILL personally they may have 
felt no very warm affection. For Mr. Har- 
RiSON they certainly cared nothing at all. 
But for the privilege of selling liquor under 
liberal laws they cared a great deal. and 


the Presidency was of small account 
weighed in the scale against this dominat- 
ing self-interest. They literally traded a 
Presidency for a Governorship, co-operat- 
dng effectively in that commerce with 
other interests then practically identified 
with their own. 

The attitude of the liquor interest in 
that contest was perfectly well known in 
New-York. For the benefit of readers out- 
side the State it will be worth while to 
quote the liquor plank of the platform 
adopted by the Republican State Conven- 
tion in 1888: 

“The Republican Party unequivocally con- 
doemns the course of Gov. Hit. in obstructing 
by his vetees acts for increasing the fees for 
licenses by which a larger share of the cost of 
government might be levied on the liquor traf- 
fic, and we approve the efforts of the Repub- 
licans in the last Legislature upon the liquor 
question, and especially in passing the act 
nullified by such executive action to restrict 
that traffic by changes which would lift some 
of the burdens of taxation caused by the liquor 
traflicfrom the homes and farms, and we believe 
such charges should be advanced to standards 
similar to those successfully enforced in other 
States under Republican control.” 


Mr. Kraus, one of Joun J. O’BRIEN’s 
delegates from this city, vainly tried to get 
the convention to substitute for this the 
brief declaration that it favored “a fair 
and equitable excise iaw.” He was 
squelched by the Chairman, and the con- 
vention adjourned while he was on his feet. 
It was this evident disposition to cater to 
the Prohibitionists that made the liquor 
dealers resolve to defeat the Republican 
candidate for Governor at any cost to the 
Democratic candidate for President. And 
the words and the conduct of the Repub- 
lican candidate himself strengthened them 
in that resolve. In the course of the cam- 
paign Mr. WARNER MILLER uttered this 
sentiment: 

“The saloon evil is a monstrous evil, and I 
mean that its power shall be broken. This is 
the meaning of my campaign. This is my ob- 
ject. I would rather be defeated than let go 
that object.” 

But if we may believe Mr. MILLER’s 
assertions after the election, he co-oper- 
ated indirectly but powerfully with that 
part of the electorate that strove to give 
the State a Democratic Governor even at 
the cost of defeating GROVER CLEVELAND. 
In the New-York Tribune of Novy. 14, 1888, 
a few days after the election, Mr. WARNER 
MILLER is reported as saying: 

“ When I accepted the nomination my chances 
of being elected were exceedingly slight. I did 
not expect then that I could win. My wife did 
not want me to take it. I told her, however, 
that I believed it was possible to keep down the 
Prohibition vote, and thereby save the State for 
Gen, HARRISON. Letartedin with that object 
in view. It was accomplished. Last year the 
Prohibition vote in this State was 40,000, an in- 
crease of over 15,000 above Sr. Joun’s vote in 
1884. They started in to get a million votes 
this year, and in all probability would have 
polled upward of 50,000 had no temperance 
issue been made. Thator much less than that 
would have given CLEVELAND the Btate. But 
polling, as they did, less than 30,000 votes gave 
us the State.” 

Thus Mr. CLEVELAND in 1888 was ham- 
pered by conditions in no wise personal to 
himself, and fell a victim to local conflicts 
and selfishinterests that would have defeat- 
edany candidate. Moreover, the trading in 
votes that worked against him all over the 
State was carried on with the greatest ani- 
mation in the three-cornered fight for 
Mayor in this city. The combined vote for 
Grant and Hewitt, the two Democratic 
candidates for Mayor, was 185,000, while 
Mr. CLEVELAND’S vote in the city was only 
162,738. Mr. HARRISON got the advantage 
of this porfectly obvious traffic; and after 
the election a Tammany magnate declared 
that he was sorry for Mr. CLEVELAND, but 
self-préservation was the first law of 
nature. — 

The ballot law under which wotes are 
now cast in this State is an effective obsta- 
cle to wholesale trading like that of 1888. 
But the chief distinguishing difference be- 
tween the canvass of 1888 and the coming 
contest ia that no State officers are to be 
chosenin New-York this year except a Chief 
Justice of the Court of Appeals. There is 
neither the basis nor the material for any 
dickeringin votes. In this city it is possible 
that a Democratic candidate for Mayor 
may be nominated against Tammany’s can- 
didate; but if so, the trading incident to 
that situation would affect Mr. CLEVELAND 
no more unfavorably than any other Dem- 
ocratic candidate for the Presidency. 
And it is to be borne in mind that the 
leaders of Tammany have this year given 
assurances of unusual positiveness of 
their intention to support the candidate of 
the party. We are-tied to no one and shall 
support the candidate heartily, say Mr. 
Croker and Mr. GILROY, and so says Mr. 
EpWARD Murpnry of Troy, Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee. 

When the Democrats meet at Chicago in 
the great party cduncil, they may dismigs 
from their minds all doubts and fears about 
the ability of Mr. CLevrLanp to bring 
New-York into the Democratic column. In 
this State, as in every other State, he is 
simply the strongest man in his party. 





THE AMENDED EXCISE BILL. 

The bill “torevise and consolidate the 
laws regulating the sale of intoxicating 
liquors,” which was originally introduced 
in the Assembly by Mr. FoLey, was again 
recommitted to the Excise Committee yes- 
terday to save it from the onslaught of 
amendments. Tho bill has been already 
considerably modified in committee, and 
some of its objectionable features have 
been removed. 
work a decided improvement in the exist- 
inglaw. The greatest of all objéctions to 
itin its present form is its failure to in- 
crease license fees or to make any other 
provision for a reduction in the number of 
licenses granted. This deprives it of all 
merit as a measure of real reform, and 
probably accounts for the lack of opposi- 
tion to it on the part of liquor dealers. It 
is probably as favorable a measure for their 
interests as they can hope to get, and they 
are willing to/accept it rather than take 
the risk of more radical restrictions. ‘They 
hope, if itis adopted, that agitation for a 
more restrictive policy will cease. 

The most important amendments that 
have been made since the bill was intro- 
duced consist in striking out the provision 
for a limited sale on Sunday and providing 
for local option in towns. Several pro- 
visions remain which are more favorable to

which allow the legal representatives of a 
deceased licensee to carry on the business 
during the unexpired term of the license, 
with the same rights and liabilities as the 
original holder of the license, and which 
authorize Excise Commissioners to permit 
a removal to different premises without 
loss of the license and to permit a transfer 
of the license to a purchaser of a licensee’s 
business, upon the same conditions as those 
under which the license was granted, are 
based upon plausible claims of justice and 
are open to no serious objection. There are, 
however, two concessions to liquor sellers 
which are decidedly objectionable. One of 
these makes it a misdemeanor for any of- 
ficer, any employé of an Excise Board, or 
any ugent of asociety to enter upon licensed 
premises at times when sales of liquor are 
forbidden and “‘solicit orinduce” any person 
to sell or offer or expose for sale or to give 
away or otherwise dispose of any intoxi- 
cating liquor. This is distinctly in the in- 
terest of unlawful selling and intended to 
prevent the getting of evidence against 
those who violate the restriction as to sell- 
ing on Sunday and between 1 and 5 o’clock 
in the morning. As allselling is forbidden 
atsuch times to the ordinary license-holder, 
he isin no need of protection against so- 
licitation or inducement, for he has no 
right to sell under any consideration. As 
any asking for liquor would be construed 
as soliciting or inducing its sale, and as the 
only means of obtaining legal evidence of 
actual selling is to buy the liquor or offer 
to buy it, the plain purpose and effect of 
this provision is to protect liquor sellers in 
violating the law. 

The other objectionable concession to the 
liquor sellers is a provision which takes all 
vitality outof the Civil Damageact. It de- 
clares that no recovery shall be had in any 
civil action for damage suffered by reason 
of the intoxication of any person against 
the person who sold the liquor causing the 
intoxication, unless the person who might 
have such cause of action shall have pre- 
viously given written notice to the person 
selling the liquor forbidding such sale to 
the person whose intoxication caused the 
damage. As in most cases of damage of 
this kind, the sufferer can have no reason 
for anticipating the injury or of knowing 
that it is liable to be inflicted, this 
provision would be practically worth- 
less, and would only serve the purpose 
of doing away with all remedy against 
the liquor seller. There is another con- 
cession to the liquor interest for which 
there is more to be said. It is a provision 
for special licenses under which licensed 
premises may be kept open for the sale of 
liquor between 1 and 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing on the payment of an additional fee of 
not less than $30 or more than $150. There 
are considerable classes of citizens em- 
ployed late at night in certain sections of 
large cities for whom such licensed places 
might be an accommodation of doubtful 
desirability. But the danger is that with 
an Excise Board which was disposed rather 
to relax than to tighten restrictions, this 
provision would have the practical effect 
of permitting any favored saloon to be 
open all night whose proprietor was will- 
ing to pay $30 for a special license. It is 
true that such licenses would be authorized 
only ‘“‘when it shall appear that public 


necessity requires” it, but that would bea. 


matter for the Excise Board to determine, 
and ideas of “public necessity” in the 
matter of liquor selling differ very widely. 

The general regulations and requirements 
of the bill regarding licenses and liquor 
selling, apart from those which we have 
particularly specified, are better than 
those of the present law, and in the main 
are very good.. There is a requirement 
that no license be granted for the sale of 
liquor upon any premises within 200 feet 
of a church or schoolhouse, and there is 
a valuable section requiring Excise Com- 
missioners to act upon complaints of citi- 
zens against liquor sellers for violation of 
the law, and making it obligatory to ren- 
dera decision in writing ‘‘ within thirty 
days after a case has been heard upon a 
complaint and finally submitted.” But the 
good features of the bill do not counter- 
balance the objectionable ones, and until 
it has undergone further material amend- 
ment no advocate of stringent legislation 
can consistently support it. 





BLACKWASHING THE LEGISLATURE. 

Tho eminent lawyers who have been taken 
to Albany to be bullied by a committee ap- 
pointed to whitewash Judge MAYNARD 
must be especially astonished at the feeble- 
ness of this effort. If any one of the com- 
mittee of the Bar Association could have 
been retained as counsel to the legislative 
committee, he might have been able to 
confuse weak-minded people about the 
quality of Judge MAYNARD’s offense. 
His task, it is true, would have been 
rendered superhumanly difficult by Judge 
MAYNARD’s own defense, in which that 
jurist declares that if the commission 
of grand larceny in the second degree were 
todo over again he would do it, and that 
he has no regret for his course. At the very 
least a good lawyer might have prevented 
the committee from making such an awful 
exposure of itself and of its manager, Sen- 
ator HILL, as for the past two or three 
days it has been doing. 

Thus far the efforts of the committee and 
its counsel have been directed to proving, 
not that MAYNARD did not do what the 
Rar Association said he did, nor that what 
he did was not a criminal offense, but that 
the committee itself was packed against 
Judge MAYNARD, and that its members 
had personal or political grudges to serve 
in calling his case to the attention of the 
This would not matter in the 
Those men appear be- 
fore the Legislature as prosecutors, and it 
has never been required that a prosecutor 
should be the personal friend of the cul- 
prit, nor that he should be free from 
any prejudices against the commission 
of crime in general or of grasd 
larceny in the second degree in particular. 
If the malice of the prosecutors had led 
them toinvent or pervert evidence, orto 
givean unfair interpretation to facts, that 
could be corrected by the legislative in- 
vestigation. But one of the remarkab2 
counsel to the committee has admitted 
that there is not a disputed fact in the 
case, and the application of the committee 


of the Bar Association of the law to the 
facts is self-evidently proper. It would 
not make the least difference, we repeat, 
for the purposes of the Legislature, if the 
committee had been composed entirely of 
the personal or political enemies of Judge 
MAYNARD. 

But as amatter of fact the investigation 
has succeeded in bringing out more clearly 
than ever that the committee was selected 
simply because of the standing of its mem- 
bers at the bar and their interest in the 
honor of their profession. Of its nine 
members only two were politically opposed 
to Judge MAayYNakp, and it has not been 
shown, nor is there the slightest reason to 
suspect, that one of the committee was per- 
sonally hostile to him or had any reason 
tor personal hostility to him. Mr. PEcK- 
HAM, who must have packed the committee, 
if there was any packing to be done, 
since he appointed its members,, has ex- 
plained how he came to make the appoint- 
ments, and also how he came to omit the 
names of the men whose professional! stand- 
ing is such that they might be supposed to 
have not a higher claim than the men actu- 
ally chosen, for nobody has such a claim, 
but an equal claim to such an appoint- 
ment. The members of the commit- 
tee who have been summoned have 
succeeded in showing, each for himself, 
that they entertained no sort of prejudice 
against Judge MAYNARD, and no unfavor- 
able opinion of him except the suspicion 
derived from common report and converted 
into certainty by their investigation that 
he was guilty of what one of them has de- 
nounced to the committee of the Legislat- 
ure as a shameful and outrageous crime. 
Qne | of the singular counsel for the 
committee was so imprudent as_ to 
extract yesterday from Mr. STICKNEY 
a fact that has not been empha- 
sized before, and that is that the vote of 
the meeting of the Bar Associatiou was so 
overwhelmingly in favor of adopting the 
report that one of the dozen Tammany de- 
fenders of Judge MAYNARD among five 
hundred lawyers withdrew a demand for 
the yeas and nays which he hadimprudently 
made, 

The legislative committee and its counsel 
have thus succeeded in bringing out, more 
clearly than it had been brought out be- 
fore, that the condemnation of Judge May- 
NARD, instead of being the result of a ‘‘po- 
litical ¢Gonspiracy against Judge MAYNARD 
and Senator HILL,” as one of the counsel to 
the committee has absurdly said, is merely 
an expression of the virtually unanimous 
sentiment of the bar of the city, which 
is undoubtedly the sentiment also of 
the bar of the whole *State. It is 
true that in order to produce this 
result, so disastrous to “ Judge MAYNARD 
and Senator HI,” the legislative com- 
mittee has succeeded in inflicting some 
vexation and inconvenience upon the dis- 
tinguished lawyers who have been kept 
dancing attendance upon its sessions, and 
has so far ‘‘ punished ” them for acting like 
high-minded and honorable men. “Sen- 
ator HILL” seems now reduced in his 
political hopes and aspirations to taking 
revenge upon every body who has thwarted 
his schemes for his own advancement. 
His legislative committee, meaning mainly 
to annoy the lawyers whohad reported that 
his agent had committed a criminal offense, 
has succeeded in making the case of that 
agent so much worse than it was before 
that all the Hill Legislature can do 
toward whitewashing the agent is to black- 


wash itself, 


A NEW MARE’S NEST. 


Where did the Englishman got his repu- 
tation for sense? Undoubtedly he has the 
reputation, and in action he has much of 
the quality. Butin the daily affairs of the 
world, the public affairs particularly, there 
is no one of any other race who will feed so 
tat on sheer nonsense, who will allow his 
prejudices to be so tickled with baseless 
inventions, and his’ fears to be so wildly 
excited by nothings. The latest evidence 
of his capacity in this direction is his appe- 
tite for the South American dispatches of 
the London 7imes. One of the recent ** Ox- 
ford graduates whom,” as Mr. LOWELL once 
said, ‘that journal employs to keep its read- 
ers universally misinformed as to the affairs 
of the world,” has alighted at Buenos Ayres 
and sent to his paper on the eve of April 
1 (portentous date) an elaborate account 
of the condition of the ‘ negotiations” 
between the Argentine Kepublic and the 
United States for a semi-protectorate of the 
former by the latter. The attention of this 
astute person was called to this matter, 
naturally, by official denials on the part 
of the American Minister, the Secretary of 
Legation, and American officers that there 
had been anything of the kind. These 
poor and untrained gentlemen did not 
know with whom they were dealing. If 
the suspicions of the correspondent had 
been lulled to temporary repose before, the 
denial was enough to arouse them again to 
their normal acuteness and activity. He 
was “led closely to investigate the affair.” 
* Aga result,” he announces, “‘ I have come 
to the conclusion that the Argentine dec- 
laration that reciprocity with the United 
States has been declined was only half 
the truth.” Of course it is only half the 
truth. If the youth had consulted a file of 
American newspapers, he would have 
found the other half was that the Presi- 
dent of the United States had, three 
months ago, taken cognizance of this re- 
fusal and had since by proclamation 
levied taxes on the hides and coffee of the 
Argentine Republic as a penalty. 

But the argus eyes of the Zimes’s corre- 
spoudent are not searching for little things 
like these. He cares nothing for the petty 
relations of commerce. He knows well 
enough that these are the devices with 
which Governments vainly seek to mis- 
lead and deceive him, and that what 
the Argentine Republic and the United 
States are really concocting is either 
a protectorate or an alliance defensive 
and offensive. He sees that this plan, 
which other Governments would: have 
given in charge to their Ministers, has, 
doubtless again with the notion of putting 
him off the scent, been intrusted to Ad- 
miral WALKER, This naval diplomat is 
discovered to be “the bearer of happy 
proposals,” of which the correspondent 











deigns to give his readers some speci- 


mens. Here is one: “The generous offer 
of United States protection in case the 
Argentine Republic becomes involved 
in boundary questions with Chile and 
Brazil, and of protection against foreign 
interference if the Argentine Republic at- 
tempts to cancel her European obligations.” 
This is certainly a considerable undertak- 
ing. It is, however, not the only one in 
which the United States is engaged. Our 
Government had bad luck with Brazil, and 
that country has “ been thrown over,” but 
the United States is turning elsewhere. 
“Chile might, perhaps, be attacked through 
the Argentine Republic, while funds will 
be advanced to Peru to enable her to pay 
Chile the Tacna-Arica indemnity, the con- 
sideration for this being the excellent and 
easily defensible port of Chimbote, which 
is to be held ready as a United States naval 
station. This,” we are informed, “is part 
of Secretary BLAINE’s ambitious programme 
to destroy European influence in the South 
Atlantic and Pacific in order to secure a 
good card for the Presidential election.” 

We venture to think that there isno other 
people on the face of the earth that would 
allow and encourage its chief journal to 
publish such a farrago as this. The Gov- 
ernment of the United States has in its 
time done some very foolish things. It 
has blustered and bullied and behaved 
with scarcely more consideration or decen- 
cy to weak nations than is the habit of the 
English Government. But it has always 
had some definite and concrete advantage 
in view, and itis a long time—nearly half 
a century—since any object has presented 
itself that even tempted our Government 
to conduct of this sort. How any 
sane reader of an newspaper 
should believe that our Government 
is going about mixing itself in 
boundary quarrels in South America 
and giving guarantees of armed protection 
toa “‘moribund Government” that desires 
to repudiate.its foreign debts is more than 
we can understand. And the motive as- 
signed for such tremendous folly is even 
more incomprehensible. Mr. BLAINE is not 
worrying himself about ‘‘a good card for 
the Presidential election.” If he were he 
would know that this preposterous scheme 
is not a good card, He has used all his in- 
fluence to check Mr. HARRISON from play- 
ing cards of this kind, but of much lower 
grade. Neither our Government nor our 
people care a cent about the destruction of 
“European influence in the South Atlantic 
or Pacific,” and any politician or any party 
that should fool with such projects as are 
described in the Times would hurry to 
disaster.

The committee that went to Albany yes- 
terday for the purpose of securing the re- 
peal of the bill providing for a speedway 
in the Park left no doubt in the mind of 
the Legislature that it represented the 
overwhelming sentiment of the city. Un- 
fortunately, that is not all that is neces- 
sary. It will not be impossible for the pro- 
moters of the speedway to secure against 
the bill enough votes to defeat it from the 
country members, who are quite irresponsi- 
ble to the opinion or the indignation of the 
city. In that case the bill will remain over 
us as Amenace, and any Board of Park Com- 
missioners can take ptoceedings under it 
atany time. That is why Tue Timzs has 
urged that we should hold Tammany Hall, 
which secured the passage of tho bill and 
which controls all branches of the City 
Government, responsible for the repeal. 
Meanwhile, it is reported that one city 
legislator, Mr. WEBsTER, the Chairman of 
the Cities Committee in the Assembly, does 
not follow the example of PLUNKITT in 
*“ bowing to the will of the people,” and 
that he is purposely delaying action, while 
other Tammany members, who may not 
dare themselves to vote against repeal, are 
agitating against it with outside members. 
Mr. WEBSTER represents the Twenty-third 
District, north of Ninety-first Street and 
east of Second Avenue and bordering the 
northeast corner of the Park. Mr. WEB- 
STER’sS constituents will do well to keepa 
strict watch upon his procedures with ref- 
erence to the repeal.

Albani, 
Montariol. There is, however, another groun 
on which the moderate size of the audience may 
be piaced, and that is the absorbing presence 
Mme. Adelina Patti Itis proverbial that the 
“queen of song”’ kills tha Louse on the night 
after she haé sung, and itis, therefore, natural 
to attribute the falling off last evening to her 
having appeared the previous night. 

Though the house was not as good as it ought 
to have been, it was far from being a bad one, 
and those who were present testified to their 
pleasure by frequens and by hearty applause and 
numerous recalls at the close of aah act. The 
ag csi or whiie it differed considerably in 
ts dramatic aspects from those of the past Ger- 
man seasons, was a decidedly good one in most 
respects. M. Jean Lassalle achieved a conspicu- 
ous success as the unhappy Hollander, oan fis 
impersonation will be remembered as one of the 
picturesque and m§sical triumphs of a season 
which has not been devoid of excellences. 

M. Lassalle’s pin omergy os lacks something 
of the ominous repose, the grim portentous- 
ness to which we have been accustomed; but 
these qualities are replaced by a tenderness and 
ayearning melanchély which leave #heir im- 
prese on the mind and which are justitied by 
Vagner’s text. There isa certain amount of 
conventionality in M. Lassalle’s posing and ac- 
tion. His gestures are familiar, hia attitudes 
are trite. Butthey fit the moods of the moody 
Dutchman extremely well, and are much more 
in keeping with the characterof the doomed 
mariner than with that of Hans Sachs, for in- 
stance. Back of the outward appearance of this 
Vanderdecken there is a genuine earnestness of 
purpose and avery warm sympathy with the 
purpose of the poet-com poser. 

Vocally, M. Lassalle was altogether admirable, 
and no memory of any predecessor could lessen 
the exquisite pleasure given by his fervent and 
artistic delivery of the music. is voice was in 
the best of condition, and he used it without 
stint. His phrasing was so excellent at it 
never attracted attention, appearing always to 
be @ spontaneous outcome of nature rather than 
ofart. His reading of the musio displayed in- 
telligence and sincerity, and his singing was 
Taken altogether, M. Lassalle 
presented to this public the most satisfactory 
rendering of the Dutchman which we remem- 
ber, and he fully deserved the warm applause 
which he received. 

The Daland of M. Edouard de Reazke was an 
admirable piece of work. The great basso’s 
conception of the role had less geniality than 
that with which this publio is familiar, bat it 
was not lacking in amiability. In the second 
act the artist’s acting was all that could be de- 
sired, and the symbols by which he sought to 
convey to the audience the surprise of the 
father at the unwonted conduct of his daughter 
were wholly convincing and delightfully 
natural in manner. M. de Reszke sang his 
music superbly all the time. 

The Senta of Mme. Albani was not vocally 

erfect, yetit had so many excellences that her 
1earers must have been inclined to forgive the 
departures from the pitch, which seem to have 
become an inseparable accompaniment of her 
singing of late. She did much to atone for them 
by the intelligence of her work and by the 
dramatic earnestness with whioh she imbned 
allher singing. She earned a fairshare of the 
honors of the evening. 

M. Montariol deserves commendation for his 
manly, straightforward, and sincere treatment 
of the réie of Eric. Thechorus was not gigite 
perfect in its work, the women showing a 
dency to hurry the tempo of the spining chorus, 
Generally 8 king, however, the choral musi 
went tolerably. The orchestra acquitted ftse 
with credit, the performance of the familiar 
overture being especially spirited. Mr. Sei 
conducted the performance with his oustomary 
judgment and firmness. On the whole, Messrs. 
Abbey, Schoeffel, and Grau are to be compll- 
mented on the artistic results of this production. 

“GEOFFREY MIDDLETON.” 

Miss Martha Morton is improving her skill as 
a playwright. Her third play (which is also the 
third play produced by Mr. Piton at the Union 
Square Theatre, and the best of these) is truer 
to the facts of life than her first and vastly 
more logical and interesting than her second— 
“The Merchant.” 

It is, of course, only relatively true to life. 
The vulgar, moneyed father-in-law and the 
fastidious s0n-in-law are stage types much 
older than Augier’s M. Poirier and Gaston, Mar 
quis de Presles, andif Miss Morton has ever 
seen their counterparts in her daily walks away 
from the theatre, she has certainly derived 


nothing from her observation that is recogniz- 
able. They are essentially the old types, trae 
enough in the main to humanity, but of the 
stage, nevertheless. We all must admit that 
everything on the stage was once put there by a 
dramatist who studied directly from nature. 
Miss Morton, when she began to write plays, 
took the advice so often given to novices to 
**study the stage.”” Now, in her third play, she 
makes use of her technical knowledge with so 
much facility that we sometimes forget the 
stage in looking at the play. 

“ Geoffrey Middleton” will, indeed, compare 
favorably with recent American plays more 
pretentiously put forward. Itis quite as true 
to life and quite as well written, for instance, as 
the dramas of Belasco and De Mille. It lacks 
in the performance the fine skill in stage man- 
agoment that those pieces enjoyed and the vich 
and tasteful pictorial setting. Sympathetic 
spectators in the theatre are always willing to 
make believe a great deal, but remembrance of 
tho sort of setting the so-called “society 
drama” has had lately at the Lyceum Theatre 
makes the well-worn scenery and auction-room 
furniture used at the Union Square Theatre last 
night seem mean.

FOES OF THE SPEEDWAY BEFORE 
COMMITTEES AT ALBANY. 


A PROTEST NOT TO BE DISREGARDED— 
LABOR DELEGATES INSULTED BY 
ASSEMBLYMEN—A MAJORITY OF THE 
SENATE COMMITTEE PLEDGED. 


ALBANY, March 31.—The Legislature now has 
full knowledge of the character of the protest 
which the people of New-York City have made 
against the law which would ruin the west 
side of Central Park by cutting a race 
track through it. This afternoon a delega- 
tion of seventy prominent New-York bust- 
ness and professional men and representatives 
ot @labor organizations, members of the 
Citizens’ Committee appointed by the Cooper 
Union mass meeting a week ago, appeared be- 
fore the Committees on Cities of the Senate and 
the House. Such a great delegation, so carnest- 
ly bent on its mission, caused a sensation of no 
mild order in the Capitol. 

The politicians, especially the Now-York mem- 
bers, were thrown into more or less of a state 
of turmoil by the visitof the protesting dele- 
gation. They are not used to being called upon 
by such large and aggressive bodies of citizens. 
The force with which the labor organizations 
were represented was especially annoying to 
them. 

For the advocates of the race track the day 
was a Waterloo. Though they had been notified 
of the hearing, not a manof them appeared 
Instead they sent a telegram asking that they 
might be heard next Tuesday. The Assembly 
committee, which has the Conklin Repeal bill 
under consideration, will hear them; but it may 
be that before that time the Plunkitt Repeal 


bill will be reported favorably by the Senate 
committee, and passed by both houses. 

That the Sehate Committee will report 
Plunkitt’s Repeal bill favorably at once is 
certain. The hearing before that commit- 
tee to-day settled so much The hearing 
before the Assembly committee was not so satis- 
factory. Assemblymen Byrnes, (Dewm., Kings,) 
Dinkelspiel, (Dem., New-York,) and Rice (Dem., 
Ulster,} put themselves to the trouble of wan- 
tonly ne delegates of the labor or- 
ganizations. 6 result was a row that 
forced Chairman Webster (Dem., New-York,) 
to close the hearing abruptly, much as he feared 
the cutting offof the labor men, a number of 
whom wanted tobe heard and had not been. 
The result of the Assembly committee's treat- 
mentof the labor men was that every one of 
them returned to New-York with a knife in his 
boot that will besharp and ready for use in 
coming elections against the men who had been 
so grossly offensive. 

The delegation left New-York this morning on 
a special train of Wagner oars at 9:10 o’clock 
nad aaxivel here soon after noon. The party 
was in charge of the Executive Committee of the 
Citizens’ Committee appointed by the Cooper 
Union Mass meeting. The labor delegation was 
headed by James P. Archibald, President of the 
Central Labor Union. With him were Edward 
King, A. J. Henrich, Louis Koehler, James 
Gillon, T. H. McCracken, William McNair, Fred 
Schaefer, L. J. Brown, and Ralph Glover, These 
men were authorized to speak, by proper cre- 
,dentials, for the following organizations, aggre- 
gating over 150,000 members:

The delegation dined atthe Kenmore and then 
adjourned to the Capitol. The hearing before 
the Senate Committee was opened at 3 o’clock 
in the library. Senators Brown, (Dem., New- 
York;) Plunkist, (Dem., New-York;) Coggeshall, 
(Rep., Oneida,) and Nichols, (Dem., Onondaga,) 
attended. Edward King sat the ball roiling tor 
the labor delegation. He explained that the 
delegation might have included a representa- 
tive of every organization in New-York City 
were itnot for the fact that it was a great 
hardship for workingmen to lose a day’s 
wages. Mr. King stated that the voice of the 
working people of New-York unanimously de- 
manded the repeal of the race-track law. He 
then called upon each of the labor delegates to 
express the sentiment of his organization, and 
they did so. They wasted no time in discussin 
the merits of the question, but simply aoslexed 
that, speaking for so many hundreds or thou- 
sands of men, they demanded the repeal of the 
race-track law. 

“We demand it in the name of our wives and 
children,’’ said Mr. Schaefer, speaking for 2,200 
cigarmakers. *‘We willapprove any extension 
of the Park, but will never give up a foot of it 
without a fight.” 

That was the tone ofall that was said. Charles

Chairman Brown said that he knew Senator 
Plunkitt had secured the passage of the race- 
track law in the best of faith.

York had condemned the law while nothin 
stronger than a half-hundred individu 
opinions had advocated it. 

Then Senator Plunkitt took the floor. Referring 
to the fact that his repeal bill was before the 
Senate, that the original bill was « Senate bill, 
and that the Assembly had before it another 
repeal bill, he said; 

* There is not in forty years a record of a bill 
acted upon in one house to repeal an act that 
las come from the other house in the same 
session. This law is a Senate law. An act 
to repeal it has been introduced in 
the Senate, and I obelleve it will 
be at once assed. It is identical 
with the repeal bill your committee has under 
consideration. The Senate repealing act will 
be in your hands inafew days, and to act on it 
will be the safest way to secure the repeal of 
the law.” 

Assemblyman Dinkelspiel saw fit again to in- 
sult the workingmen in the delegation. This 
started a war of words that lasted for 
fifteen minutes. Then Chairman Webster, 
apparentiy much fearing the result of his 
action, declared the hearing closed. Edward 
King protested that he yet had acoredited dele- 
gates of organizations to be heard, but Chair- 
man Webster ordered the room cleared. 

The delegation returned to New-York on a 
special train at 7:30 o'clock.

BERING SEA TREATY. 
—_—_~>_>__— 
ITS REASSURING EFFECT—PROGRESS AT 
WASHINGTON. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, March 31.—The Citizen, ref- 
erring editorially to the Bering Sea dispute, 
Bays: 

“ The ratification of the treaty between Eng- 
land and the United States providing for the 
settlement of the pending disputes by arbitra- 
tion will have a reassuring effect upon the pub- 
lic mind of @oth countries and of Canada 
After all, the screeching of. the violent 
newspaper enemies of England has iit- 
tle effect upon the sober sentiment of 
the responsible rulers of the country, 
especially the Senate, which is composed of the 
best character of ability of the Nation. Cana- 
dians cannot but welcome the result. Our case 
is impregnable. Although falsely accused of 
making extreme demands, this Government has 
never taken any position not fuily justified by 
the established principles of international law. 
We therefore can await the result of arbitra- 
tion with confidence, in harmony with the firm- 
ness constantly maintained by our representa- 
tive.” 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—The negotiations 
for a renewal of last year’s modus vivendi are 
progressing favorably, with every indication of 
a speedy agreement. Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
the British Minister, visited the White House 
this morning at the invitation of the Prosident 
and had about an hour’s conference with the 
President and Secretary Blaine in regard to the 
subject. 

Gen. John W. Foster of the State Department 
eaid to-night that the American arbitrators, 
under the new Bering Sea treaty with Great 
Britain, would not be selected for some time 
yet, and certainly not until after the treaties 
had been formally exchanged. 


Ottawa, Ontario, Mareh 31.—The claims, ag- 
gregating over $500,000, filed by the sealing 


fieet for loss owing to the exclusion from Bering 
Sea last year are subject to revision, as itis 
stated that many of them are inflated and ficti- 
tious. 

Erroneous reports are in virculation respect- 
ing the issue of clearances for sealers going to 
Bering Sea. it is not true that, acting under 
instructions from Ottawa, the Collector at 
Victoria has been authorized to refuse clear- 
ances. Collector Milne has simply been told to 
notify the sealers that in clearing for Bering 
Hea they do so at their own risk, and that in the 
event of a modus vivendi being agreed upon 
they would be required strictly to observe its 
provisions.

ANARCHISTS LOSE HEART

RAVACHOLWS ARREST PROVES TO 
BE MOST IMPORTANT. 


THE LEADER OF THE PARIS OUTLAWS 
A MURDERER, COUNTERFEITER, AND 
GRAVE ROBBER—FACTIONS FIGHT IN 
A CHURCH—THE ENGLISH TRIAL. 


Paris, March 31.—The Government looks 
upon the arrest of Ravachol as of the greatest 
importance, not only in that it has thrown into 
its hands a man already condemned to death for 
murder, but because it is believed that his capt- 
ure will put an end to the dynamite outrages in 
Paris. No doubt is entertained that he is a most 
dangerous criminal. 

The Government has rewarded or intends to 
reward every one in any way connected with 
the making of the arrest. The proprietor of the 
wine shop at the corner of Rue Lancry and the 
Boulevard Magenta, in whose place Ravachol 
was captured, and the waiter who notified the 
police that he was in the wine shop, have re- 
ceived 1,000f% The Police Commissary who 
made the arrest will be decorated with the 
ribbon of the Legion of Honor, and the six 
gendarmes who assisted him will receive medals 
and be promoted. 

Ravachol’s examination occupied five hours. 
He confessed the murder ofthe old hermit of 
Notre Dame de Grace. Hedenied the murders 
of an old man servant at Varizelle in 1885 and 
his former wife in 1888. His denial of these 
crimes, however, was not very strong, and many 
discrepancies appeared in his replies to tne 
questions put to him in relation to them. 

Some time ago an old man was killed with an 
axe which belonged to the victim. The mur- 
derer stole asum of money and a quantity of 
valuables, and effected his escape. Ravachol 
was questioned as to this crime, and here, also, 
his denial was very weak. He told, too, of a 
number of graves that he hadrobbed. When the 
police searched his lodgings yesterday they 
found, among other evidences of his criminal 
operations, a set of counterfeiter’s tools. 

The Anarchist prisoners who were concerned 
in the explosions in the Boulevard St. Germain 
andatd the Lobau Barracks have made a de- 
tailed copfession. They say that Ravachol was 
concerned in a murder and robbery at Mont- 
brison, by which he reaiized 30,000f. He gave 
the bulk of the money t associates in St. 
Etienne, drawing sums when required for dyna- 
miting purposes. Ravachol assisted in stealing 
aud burying the dynamite taken from the fac- 
tory,at Soissy, say these informers. 

The Chief Detective asserta that Chaumartin, 
an accomplice of Ravachol, who is now under 
arrest, betrayed hia leader and told the police 
that Ravachol intended to blow up the house of 
M. Bulot, one of the prosecuting counsel in the 
recent Auarchist trials. M. bulot’s residence 
was at39 Rue Clichy, the scene of the destructive 
explosion on Sunday morning, Chaumartin 
asks to be sentenced to imprisonment, as ho 
fears assassination if released. 

Ravachol is watchedin prison nightand day 
by three detectives. Heis the son of German 
parents and was born in France. 

It is reported late to-night that Gustav 
Mathien, one of his accomplices, has been ar- 
rested. 

The recent raids upon the lodgings of An- 
archists and the arrests have had the effect of 
somewhat frightening them. The police have 
reason to think that some of the Anarchists 
have thrown into the Seine large quantities of 
stolen dynamite and a number of infernal 
machines in their efforts to escape capture for 
having these articles in their possession. The 
authorities have hired divers and the bottom of 
the river will be thoroughly searched. 

Preparations are being made gag mae 7 
for the labor demonstration on May Day. All 
the arrangements are in the hands of a com- 
mittee, some of the meinbers of which are in 
favor of postponing the demonstration until 
May 2, as the lst falls on Sunday. These 
members laid their proposition hefore the com- 
mittee, which, however, rejected the proposal, 

Allthe clergy have not obeyed the order of 
Cardinal Richard, ron cf of Paris, forbid- 
ding them to discuss political or social questions 
publicly. At the Church of St. Nicholas last 
night the preacher made allusions to the social 
question. Some of his hearers objected to his 
remarks, and made an attack upon the 
others of the congregation who supported 
him. The latter defended themselves, 
and finally after a lively fight they suc- 
eeeded in Griving their assailants out. 
The latter procured reinforcements, and waited 
outside until the services were ended. As the 
people were leaving the church the crowd made 
a rush upon them, aud a sharp scrimmage fol- 
lowed, in which several of the combatants were 
severely injured. 

The police have discovered a dynamite store 
at Montreuil-sous-LBois, a town three and a half 
miles east of Paris. All the explosive in the 
place was seized, anil the proprietor was arrest- 
ed. An Anarchist named Delaunay was arrest- 
ed, charged with stealing dynamite, 

The Senate has approved the bill imposing 
the penalty of death upon persons convicted of 

using dynamite for blowing up buildings and 
for other unlawful purposes. 

LonpDoON, March 31.—The trial of the six Wal- 
sall Anarchists was continued at the Stafford- 
shire Assizes to-day. The courtroom was 
crowded. The confession of Deakin, one of 
the prisoners, was read, in which he impli- 
cated his companions in the conspiracy, and 
declared that the bombs they manufactured 
were intended for use ‘in Russia. 

Cuicaco, March 31.—* There is a dynamite 
school here in Chicago,” said a prominent labor 
officer yesterday who came here several weeks 
ago to assist in the settlement of a strike whioh 
was in progress. ‘There is also one in Boston, 
and another in New-York. The information 
came to me froma source which is absolutely 
reliable, and was unsought and undesired on 
my part.” 

This story has a degree of corroboration, so 
far as Chicago is concerned, in a telegram from 
Paris to the effect thatthe bombs which have 
been found there were made on the plan of a 
Chieago model. Police Inspector Shauack, who 
knows as much about Anarchy and its followers 
as any one else in the city, says, with reference 
to this dispatch: “ [am inclined to think that 
they are using Chicago-made bombs for several 
reasons, principal of Which is that the: bombs 
made in this city afe: vastly more destructive 
than anything that the French dynamiters have 
ever constructed. 

“ There are plenty of bombs in Chicago, and 
at present there are probably 200 men in this 
city who know how to make them.” 


OUL FOR WHOLESALE LYNCHINGS. 
WYOMING CATTLEMEN ON A CAMPAIGN 
AGAINST THIEVES. 


Biiitmnes, Mon., March 31.—The “ Montana 
method” of battling with horse thieves is re- 
ceiving its first teston Wyoming soil. Forty- 
tive men, fully armed and well outfitted, are rid- 
ing to the north from Evanston, Wyr'n 
ing, towards Jackson’s Basin, a refuge 
of outlaws inthe Big Horn Monntains. They 
are going there to hang ascore of rascals who 
are awaiting 8pring with a large herd of stolen 
horses from the ranges of Wyoming and Mon- 
tana. 

The thieves drive the animals across country 
or ship them from Red Lodge, Mont., their 
city. They have a thorough organization, cov- 
ering the Weat with private roads and stations 
and friends. By their operations they have 
almost crushed out the stock business in sey- 
eral localities. Often they have the sympathy, if 
not the co-operation of oilicers, and small ranch- 
men fear them. They are very bold, and ao long 
as farmers of Utah, South Dakota, Nebraska. 
and even Kansas, will pay $50 for a hundred- 
dollar horse, they can make money. 

This campaign to the death against the gang 
is the last resort of a once prosperous and dom- 
inant industry to preserve itself. Twenty of 
the posse or mob came from Billings, 
Mon., and one of _ this arty is the 
leader. The others § are rom various 
sections. they will show no quarter, 
pouncing upon the desperadoes like cavalry on 
an Indian camp at daybreak. The storm has 
been brewing two years, and will burst with 
fury and make old vigilantes wonder why they 
were 80 gentile and merciful.

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ELEVATOR INVESTIGATION.

ASSISTANT ATTORNEY GENERAL CHILDS’S 
REPORT ON THE CHARGES. 


St. Pavi, March 31.—In his report on the re- 
cent elevator investigation, Assistant Attorney 
General Childs finds no combination to control 
prices. Itis admitted that the elevator compa- 
nies did ship in 1886 and 1887 at night 
259,000 bushels of wheat, and the only thing 
for the committee is to determine the sufficiency 
of the justification urged by the elevator com- 
panies. ‘ 

As for himself he thought the action of the 
elevator companies in disposing of this damaged 
grain placed them beyond criticism. 

Mr. Childs contended that the charge 4s 


to wheat in excess of the damaged grain 
shipped was not sustained by the 
proofs. The integrity and elticiency of the 
Rtate service, as to both the inspection 
and weighing of grain, had been fully sustained 
by the investigation. Speaking of the short- 
age in weights of shipment made to public 
warchouses, Mr. Childs said that the com- 
plaints were well-founded, but out of ie oeal 
tion to the volume of business transacted. 

As to the charge that in 1889 a large quan- 
tity of wheat was shipped in the night from 
Duluth as screenings, he said that it was no 
doubt the 40,000 bushels of overage, to which 
he had alreudy called attention, and that secret 
minethods were employed in shipping it, presuma- 
bly for the purpose of averting public attention 
and disarming suspicion. 

There was no question, he said, but that the 
producing interests inthe State are victims of 
grain manipulators throughout the country. 
Mr. Pillsbury’s testimony piaced this fact be- 
yond dispute.

The National Academy has two Varnishing 
Days this year, one on Thursday and one to- 
day; to-morrow evening there will be the usual 
crush at the reception, and on Monday the 
gates will be open to the public. 

Several innovations have been made upon the 
long-established methods of conducting the ex- 
hibition. There are hangings and canopies to 
distribute the light, and palms and other deco- 
rations to give a moré festal air to the galleries. 
Moreover, efforts have been made to put a stop 
to the abuse of season tickets and the entrance 
without payment of persons connected more or 
less closely with the Academy. To this end 
turnstiles have been placed in the main hall 
before the central staircase so as to register 
each person who passesin. Asfor owners of 
season tickets, they are to be asked to register 
their names. In this way the Academy hopes 
to save many thousand cntrance fees which have 


been lost hitherto owing to the easy-going 
fashions of the mye ry 

The impression made by the paintings in the 
Corridor 1s distinctly favorable, since the Hang- 
ing Committee has placed in that part a number 
of the best canvasses of the year. The quality 
of the work does not, it is true, go on improvin 
as oné wanders into the North Gallery an 
East; nor can any one say that the Fourth Gal- 
lery, where the strongest pieces are supposed 
to be hung, beara out the promise of the Gor- 
ridor. But aiter the roundis made, and the 
sadness which is inevitable at a first viewing 
of a Spring exhibition at the Academy has some- 
what worn off, the conclusion is reached that it 
holds its own with previous exhibitions, while 
in certain lines itisanarked by a refreshing su- 
periority. 

The distinctive novelty of the show, regarded 
as an Academy exhibition of course, is the ad- 
mnittance frankly and without snubs of extreme 
Impressionists such as Thevdore Robinson, 
Alden Weir, (in his newer phase,) and Robert 
Reid. It may be noted, however, that the pict- 
ures of these artists which passed the jury's 
net are by no means the most ultra specimens 
of their art. One suspects that among the 
eighteen artists on that jury very few besides 
Messrs. William M. Chase and J. Carroll Beok- 
with were deeply in apt yee with the later 
movement in painting, and that these and their 
fellows on the jury whosympathize with them 
had bard work to gain as much representation 
for the plein-airisies as here appears. 

Among the portraits a seated gentleman by 
Eastman Johnson attracts attention in the 
South Gallery for its measured, sober, and solid 
plein ress It is a life-size likeness of Mr. 
Archibald Kogers. The ex-President of the 
Academy, Mr. Huntington, has portraits of the 
Hon. Seth Low, President of Columbia College, 
and of Mr. Charles I", Da Costa of the same in- 
stitution, both canvases wrought in the same 
time-honored vein of pompous benevolence in 
which Mr. Huntington expresses all his sitters, 
with little distinction by reason of age or sex. 
In the Corridor there is a porteess of Miss 
Lawrence, painted by William M. Chase, 
which is in some_ respects the best 
in the exhibition. Vhe lady stands in white 
with some gold embroidery about the body o 
her dress, and regards the world with a sweet 
but alert pensiveness very flattering to the 
artist’s skill. A dark blue background throws 
out face and figure nicely. In his. other like- 
ness, * Portrait of Miss C.,” the same artist is 
not so happy. ‘The lady is in red, and has her 
arms akimbo; buat while this somewhat com- 
mon attitude passes well enough, owing to the 
refinement of the sitter, itis not a restful, re- 
poseful attitude, and will in time weary. More- 
over, the color scheme is not 80 agreeable. 

A portrait of Mr. Laurence Hutton seated, 
with briarwood pipé in one hand and a playbill 
in the other, offers the beat work shown so far 
by Mrs. Dora Wheeler Keith. It is quiet, rest- 
ful, good in color, and a capital likeness. To the 
“ Portrait of a Child,” by Miss Cecilia Beaux of 
Philadelphia, a place of honor has been given in 
the South Gallery. Itis an unsympathetic little 
subject, but the nage nf 8 very fair. 
Portraits by Benoni Irwin, William M. J. Rice, 
J. Edward Barclay, Robert Gordon Hardie, 
Kenyon Cox, and Anna E. Klumpke are much 
above average. The President of the Academy, 
Mr. Wood, contributes a hard-and-fast laif- 
length of Mr. Andrew Carnegie. In ** Camarade 
d’Atelier,” the Vhiladelphian, Robert W. Von- 
nab, has hit offa portrait which has much of 
the power of Bonnat, without being in any 
sense wrought in Bonnat’s way; it is one of the 
very best portraits present. 

The Spring exhibition will last through April 
and half the month of May. it is particularly 
strong in Winter landscapes, and has a superb 
picture -by Homer D. Martin, a master who 
clings to the Academy with a faithfulness his 
contemporaries might imitate to advantage. It 
is called “A Normandy Landscape.” If the 
Academy disposed of the talent represented by 
the list of Academicians and Associates, no show 
should be other than excellent throughout; but 
the unfortunate fact is that few of the strongest 
men exhibit at all. No picture by Jobn 
La Farge isa to be seen; none by 
Abbott H. Thayer; nono by Albert LP. 
Ryder, though the two last named 
are, indeed, not even Associates. But, aticking 

solely to the membership, we find nothing by 
F. & Church, Olin L. Warner, Elihu Vedder, 
Augustus 8t. Gaudens, George Innes, Winslow 
Homer, Jobn & Sargent, or George de Forest 
Brush. There is plenty of work here and there 
by Academicians and others which is worth 
study and will give pleasure; but if the Na- 
tonal Academy were properly managed these 
ubsentees would not bold aloof, but feel only 
tov happy tu exhibit in the largest current col

HE DECISION AGAINST THE WESTERN | 


UNION-UNION PACIFIC AGREEMENT. 


{ President Norvin Green viewed yesterday 
writh apparent complacency the blow admin- 
Istered to the Western Union-Union Pacific 
telegraph alliance by United States Supreme 
Court Justice Brewer. The latter, sitting in 
Cireuit Court for the district embracing Ne- 
ybraska, rendered a decision Wednesday unfavor- 
able to the Western Union in the suit brought 
by the United States against that company and 
the Union Pacific Railway Company to have de- 
eclared illegal and annulled the contract between 
the Western Union and the Union Pacifico by 
‘which the former operates the telegraph line 
elong the line of the railroad. The decision sets 
weide the contract of 1881 between the two 


companies, and directs that the Union Pacific 

must hereafter operate and maintain its own 

telegraph line by its own agents, and not 

=~ the instrumentality of the Western 
nion, 

“The decision of Justice Brewer,” said Presi- 
dent Green, “ will affect the economies of our 
operations along the Union Pacitic from Omaha 
to Ogden, but it will not hurt us finanelally ex- 
ceptin that direction. The suit was brought 
nnoder ghe mandatory act of Congress of 1888 
known as the Anderson act, which directed the 
Attorney General of the United States to begin 
ection to dissolve the contract of 1881 and to 
tnake the Union Pacific deal directly with the 
publié and connect with all telegraph com- 
renee on the same terms. The ast was passed 

vecause the Western Union Telegraph Company 
‘was acoused of enjoying an absolute monopoly 
of the telegraph business along the line of the 
Union Pacific Railway. 

“The agreement of 1881 was made in order to 
fave money to the railroad company and to this 
company. The arrangement was that we were 
to run our wires into the Union Pacific offices, 
and they were to use a part of the wires for 
railroad business and the rest for commercial 
business, giving us one-half of the receipts, 
wherever the messages ran to. On some mes- 
Baces We got more than our proportion of the 
tolls, and on some less, but the average was 
about right to both Weown at least six wires 
along the entire line of the Union Pacific, and 
own eight or ten wires at portions of the route. 
Of these, the railroad uses an average of four 
‘wires all the way for its own business. 

‘Under the decision of the court we are to 
take out our wires and offices. Wecan keep our 
olfices in the same building, I suppose, but we 
are todo aseparate business. This will result 
in a poorer and more costly service to the pub- 
lic, and some of our offices in small places will 
probably be abandoned. The railroad company 
‘will have all it can do to attend to railroad busi- 

ess, and all its wires will be busy. It won’t 

»e able to run anything except a very poor com- 
mercial telegraph company, not near so good as 
ours. Our gross revenue will not be impaired, 
and may be increased; but our expenses will be 
increased. 

“The Postal Telegraph. Cable Company may, 
and probably will, at once, under this decision, 
make connections with the Union Pacific Rail- 
road Telegraph Company. and persons using the 
Union Pacitic telegraph wires can order their 
~nesenges delivered by either the Postal or the 

Yestern Union Company. The Postal knows 
that it could not compete with us west of 
Omaha over railroad wires choked with rail- 
road business. The Postal has a line now as 
far west as Denver, by way of Kansas City. It 
wan never compete with us to the Pacific coast 
until it builds an independent line to the coast. 

“Weare on the Union Pacific Roads by au- 
thority of law. The Federal act of 1862 and 
the amendatory act of 1864, inoorporating the 
Union Pacific Railway, contained a clause per- 
mitting such an agreement as has been in 
force. The Union Pacific Railway can still turn 
over to us all ofits discretionary business if it 
wants to do so. Our agreement saved the 
Union Pacific Railway $80,000 per year. Jus- 
tice Brewer said in his opinion that the agree- 
ment had saved money to both companies and 
Yurnished the public with a better service. 

* We held before the court that Congress had 
no right to impair the obligations of a contract. 
‘The court thought otherwise, and held that 
Congress could so do, but not the Legislature of 
a State. We shall probably put in three or four 
duplicate offices between Omaha and Ogden, at 
principal points, and let the Union Pacifico take 
the rest, andrun our chance of getting their 
business beyond their own lines.’’ 

President Green yesterday received a long 
dispatch from ex-Judge Dillon of counsel for 
the company in Washington, which, it was said, 
ndvised the Western Union to appeal from Jus- 
tice Brewer's decision to the United States Su- 
yreme Court, and strongly characterized the 
opinion of the Circuit Court. President Green 
said the Western Union would appeal. He de- 
clined to make public the substance of the Dil- 
Jon dispatch.

MUBDERER LYTLE LYNCHED. 


—_—— 
TAKEN FROM JAIL AND HANGED—TWO 
OF HIS VICTIMS DYING. 


FINDLAY, Ohio, March 31.—A mob of 1,000 
men surrounded the jail where Lytle, the man 
who assaulted and fatally injured his wife and 
two daughters with a hatchet Wednesday morn- 
ing, was confined, about 1 o’clock this morning. 


Lytle’s cell could not be reached by that means. 
Then the men procured oil-well drills and bat- 
tered down the doors and the prisoner was at 
their mercy. 

He was dragged out into the street and taken 
to a bridge a short distance away. A rope was 


put around hia neck, and one end thrown over a 
cross-piece of the structure. When the mob 
were in the act of pulling him up a shot from a 
revolver parted the rope, and Lytle fell to the 
ground. 

He was quickly picked up and hustled to the 
nearest telegray:a pole, where the lynching was 
completed. Lyile died without a struggle. 

The authorities had intended to secretly con- 
vey the prisoner to a suburb at 1 o'clock, where 
a train was to have been taken for Lima, but 
their plans were frustrated by the mob. 

Lytle had evidently expected lynching, for he 
left a note asking that his body be turned over 
to his brother, and that it be buried beside his 
mother. 

His victims are still alive, but the deaths of 
Mrs. Lytle and her daughter Della are hourly 
expected. 

hen the mob made a rush onthe jail Lytle 
called the mob's attention to his own cell. 

When the rope was shot and Lytle dropped, 
the mob caught the end of the rope and dragged 
the victim through the street 200 feet and 
again the rope was hoisted over a telegraph 
pole arm. As the body was pulled up the sec- 
ond time a dozen shots were fired and the end 
of the awful tragedy came, The mob is said to 
have been of respectable citizens.

BOMBAY’S NEW WATER WORKS. 


——.—_—- 
FORMAL OPENING YESTERDAY BY THE 
VICEROY OF INDIA. 


BomBAY, March 31.—The Viceroy of India to- 
day opened the new Bombay water works, which 
have been in course of construction seven years 
and which have cost 15,000,000 rupees, (about 
$5,250,000.) 

The water is drawn from Tansa Lake, an arti- 
ficial body formed by adam in the valley and 
having a superficial area of eight or nine square 
miles. The reservoiris seven miles broad and 
has a catchment area of fifty-two square miles. 
The dam is two miles long, 117 feet high, 100 
feet thick at the base, and 15 feet thick at the 
top. In some places the foundation reaches 
forty-five feet beneath the level of the soil. 

The dam contains 11,000,000 cubic feet of 
masonry, which, it has been calculated, would 
make a wall 100 miles long, 10 feet high, and 2 
feet thick. The wateris conveyed by a duct 8 
feet high to within fifteen miles of Bombay, and 
thence into the city by a four-foot iron main. 

There are sixty-two miles of tunneling. Thir- 
ty-one million gallons of water are supplied 
daily. The gathering ground for the water is 
on the slope of the Western Ghants, about sixty 
miles distant. The day was observed as a holi- 
day.

MOTABLE GATHERING OF NAVAL OFFI- 

f CERS AND CITIZENS — CHRISTENED 
BY MRS. A. W. HAYWOOD—EVERY 
POINT OF VIEW OCCOPIED. 


NORFOLK, Va., March 31.—By 8:30 this morn- 
ing crowds of people from far and near were 
making their way to witness the launching of 
the cruiser Raleigh at the Norfolk Navy Yard, 
and by 10:30 every spot from which the ship 
tould be seen was occupied. The morning was 
vloudy, and rain fell at intervals, but it did not 
fora moment stop the inflow of spectators. 
The city was crowded with visitors, North Car- 
Dlina being represented by about 1,500 persons, 
including State officials,prominent men, women, 
and children. When, at 9:30, the navy yard 
gates were oponed there-were about 10,000 peo- 
ple awaiting admission. 

The launching gang of: the construction de- 
partment worked all the ‘morning, gotting the 
Raleigh in trim, and completed their prepara- 
tory work by 9:45. The officers of the yard 
were in full-dress uniform, and upon the ar- 
rival of the Secretary of the Navy on the Nor- 
folk and Washington Line steamer‘Washington 
he was received with full honors by the entire 
official force of the yard. 

The guns of the United States receiving ship 
thundered forth their salute and the band 
played “‘ Hail to the Chief” as Secretary Tracy 
stepped aboard Commodore Weaver's launch, 
which bore him from the steamer to the land- 
ing. He was accompanied by Congressmen 
Williams, Hoar, Cable, and Andrew. The party 
was escorted to the Commodore’s residence and 
thence to the launching stand. 

At 10:30 Gov. Holt and staff of North Car- 
Olina, escorted by the Fourth Virginia Reg!i- 


ment, under command of Col. ©. A. Nash, 
arrived at the gate, and were met by the Marine 
Guard drawn up in line. 

‘ihe military marched to the position assigned 
them,stacked arms and scattered in the crowd. 
livery vantage ground in the yard was covered 
with people. The Texas, which will be 
Jaunched in May, being reserved {for the work- 
meninthe yard, was covered. Electric light 
— sheds, and roofs of houses were lined.

Then as the ship 
snoved down easily and gracefully 10,000 voices 
rent the air, while the screeching of whistles 
from’ the boats in the harbor caused 
11:36 o'clock when the vessel start- 
od, and three-quarters of a minute 
a din which was heard for milesaround. It was 
later the auchors were dropped. The lines to 
the shore, except a fifteen-inch hawser, had all 
snapped andthe headway was not stopped until 
the Raleigh struck araft lying in front of Bt. 
Helena. Then two tugs took lines on and the 
new ship was towed to the wharf, hauled down 
south of the Texas, and the launching was over. 

Mrs. Haywood, a beautiful brunette dressed 
fn a black bendoline silk, wore a large bunch of 
violets sent from Wilmington, N. C., and 
pamelias.

Just a few minates before the launching a 
canvas toolhouse on the south side of the 
Raleigh, on which were perched seventy-five 
persons, fell in with acrash, causing great ex- 
vitement. The crowd soon removed the wreck- 
age, aud it was found thata number of people 
were hurt. The injured ones were carried to 
the surzeon’s office. William Savage, a member 
of Grime’s battery, was found to have sustained 
a compound fracture of the right leg beiow the 
kuee, and two others had their arms broken.

A POWERFUL WAR VESSEL. 


FIRST OF THE NEW NAVAL SHIPS BUILT; 
COMPLETE, BY THE GOVERNMENT. 

By act of Congress approved Sept. 7, 1888, 
the construction of two steel cruisers of about 
3,000 tons displacement each, to cost not more 
than $1,100,000 each, exclusive of armament 
and any premiums that might be paid for in- 
creased speed, was authorized. The speed pre- 
scribed was nineteen knots, with a premium of 
§50,0090 for each quarter of a knot additional 
and the same deduction for each quarter of a 
knot deficient. The act authorized the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to build the vessels in navy 
yards if unable to contract for them at reasona- 
ble prices. 

Proposals were advertised for, but none with- 
in the limit of cost tixed by Congress was re- 
ceived. The Secretary accordingly directed 
that the Vessels, tobe known as Cruisers No. 7 
and No. 8, should be built at the navy yards at 
New-York and Norfolk, respectively. The Chief 
Constructor gave orders to begin work on No. 8, 
Hept. 26,1889. The first keel plate was laid 
Deo. 19, 1889. Since then the work has been 
carried on as expeditiously as possible against 
the difficulties of training a new force of work- 
mnen and vexatious delays in the delivery of 
material. In pursuance of the plan of naming 
sccond-class ships after cities, the President de- 
eided that Cruiser No. 8 should be called the 

taleigh. 

The Raleigh has a length of 300 fect on the 
load water line and an extreme breadth of 42 
feet. Ather mean normal draught of 18 feet 
of sea water, her displacement is about 3,180 
tons, the maximum draught then being about 
19 feet. She will have two sets of engines, 
working twin screws. It ia estimated that her 
engines will develop 10,000 indicated horse 
power at full power, with a steam pressure of 
169 pounds. This will drive the ship at twenty 
knots. Her coal supply at norma! draught 
will be 400 tons; the bunkers will hold 675 
tons, and with this supply she can steatn 1,500 
miles at full power, or 10,500 at ten knots—her 
most economical speed. ‘ 

The eugines are of the triple-expansion ver- 
tical, inverted, direct-acting type, with two low- 
pressure 9 tata 9 Hier cylinders are 36, 53, 
57, and 57 Inches in diameter, with a common 
stroke of 33 inches. Steam is supplied by four 
double-ended boilers and two ringle-ended 
ones, to be used as auxiliaries. The grate sur- 
face is 507 square feet and the heating surface 
13,382. The closed ash-pit system of forced 
drauglut will be used. The condensers have 
each 7,000 square feet of cooling surface. The 
revolutions as full power will be 16-4 

The main and auxiliary engines occupy four 
water-tight compartments and the boilers four 
others. The water-tight sub-division at the 
ends of the ship is very complete. ‘The protect- 
ive deck is 1 inch thick on the fiat, 2 inches on 
the slopes at the ends, and 24 on the slopes 
amidships.

The rudder is partially balanced. Its weight 
is about 7.5 tons. The ordinary right and left 
steering gear is used, actuated by a powerful 
steam-steering engine below the protective 
deck. It is estimated that her cost, completed, 
including armament and equipment, will be 
$1,642,915.74. The actual weight of the ship 
when launched was 1,140 tons. 

The Raleigh is the first vessel of the new 
navy to be built complete by the Government, 
as the machinery and boilers are under con- 
struction and now nearly completed at the 
navy yard at New-York. In a few days the 
will be shipped to Norfolk to be placed on boar 
The Norfolk Navy Yard has a well-sqnipped 
plant for shipbuilding, and with an organized 
force of men is capable of building to advantage 
one or more of the new battle ships to be au- 
thorized by the present Congress.

A TALK WITH DUDLEY FARLIN. 


—— 
HE SPEAKS OF THE PROJECTED S8YM- 
METRICAL STATE PARK. 


Dudley Farlin of Albany, a member of the 
Forestry Commission, was at the Murray Hill 
Hotel yesterday. He expressed regret that 
there was no prospect of securing from the 
Legislature at Albany the appropriation of 
$750,000 to be used in purchasing such Jand as 
needed to make the State preserve symmetrical. 
It was desirable, he said, to consolidate the 
State Jands into one large and symmetrical 
park. To do this it would be necessary to pur- 
chase several tracts, and the amount asked 
would have sufficed for this purpose. 

In view of the economical streak which had 
come over the Legislature, nothing of im- 
portance could be done in this direotion, he 
said. There was no money on hand for this 
purpose, and none would be at the disposal of 
the commission until October, when about $30.- 
000 would be avaiiable. 

Meantime something would be done by ex- 
changing lands now owned by the State which 
were not desirably located with owners of 
tracts needed to make the boundary lines reg- 
ular. Along the western boundary of the park, 
Mr. Farlin said, the line was now very irregular, 
and this should frst be improved. 








LAWYER HAIRE 1N TROUBLE. 
Application was made to Judge Truax, in the 
Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday to have 
Robert J. Haire, a lawyer, punished for con- 
tempt of court in failing to turn over to the 
proper person money placed in his hands by a 


client. The application was made on behalf of 
Julien W. 8hilfer, who employed Haire to bring 
an action against Mrs. Shiffer for divorce. In 
that action Shiffer was ordered to pay his wife 
alimony and counsel fees. . He alleges that he 
paid the money tu Haire to be turned over to 
his wife’s attorney, and that Haire retained $92. 
He learned of that fact when a motion was 
inade to punish him for contempt of court in 
failing to pay alimony as ordered. 

It was stated for Haire yesterday that he was 
out of town, and an adjournment was asked for.

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The attitude of the Brooklyn Zagle toward the im- 
portant movement now in progress in New-York 
State forthe deliverance of the Democratic Party 
from the shackles of Hillism has caused cousider- 
able surprise among the prominent and representa- 
tive Democrats who are giving freely of their 
money, their time, and their best thought for the 
benefit of the party. That anewspaper which as- 
sumes to support Democratic principles and pro- 
fesses to desire their success should ridicule and at 
tempt to belittle an effort in which men whose char- 
acter and high principles have in the past made the 
Democracy of New-York State illustrious are en- 
gagedi—an effort to prevent the party from commit- 
ting political suicide—is, to say tle least, very 
strange. That such & newspaper should advocate 
Democratio doctrines in general, and in practice 
support the un-Democratic practices which madé the 
midwinter convention possible, and acquiesce, with. 
outeffective protest, in the results of ihat misrep- 
resentative body, and in the practical destruction, 
attempted tobe wrought by it, of all that makes 
Demucracy valuable, is difficult to reconcile with any 
view of consistency or real political principle. 

It has been reported that the present course of the 
Eagle is pursued because it does not beiieve that 
there is any real seriousness behind the movement 
of the Democratic voters. Ifthat skepticism really 
exists it would seem that the true course for a news- 

aper, believing in and desiring the vindication of 

emocratic principles and Democratic methods, 
would be to endeavor to create seriousness, to en- 
courage the movement, aud to make it a success. 
But it cannot be, in view of the activity, the enthu- 
siasw, and the determination amony the stanchest

She will 
not feel like making fun of her husband in the 
presence of a menial. 

“fave one. James,” she'll say, taking the 
napkin off and exhibiting a heap of beautiful— 
yes, that's the word, beautiful—doughnut. 

James will not hesitate asecond. Why, he 
was brought up on doughnuts, James was. Up 
in New-Hampshire, where he lived till he was 
eighteen, he had doughnuts three times a day. 
As he catches sight of the collation which his 
wife will uncover, the days of his youth will 
come back to him. It will not be surprising if 
involuntarily he heips himself, as the French 
say, a la fourchette. That was the way he was 
brought up, to serve himself to doughnuts. 
Many atime, when he was a boy, did he jab 
his fork into a doughnut, licking it a bit before 
jabbing, for manners’ sake. 

Well, James will get the doughnut in one way 
or another and quicker than a cat could wink 
her eye will bite offa piece of it. At firstit will 
taste good and James will look the happiest 
man on earth as the flavor of it tickles his 
palate. 

“Good, isn't it, James?’’ the wife will say. 
“ IT heard you say the other day that you wished 
you could have some doughnuts, and so I sent 
up home and got the receipt and— Why, what's 
the matter, James? What are you trying to do 
—spitting that doughnut out like that?”’ 

It won’tlast much longer. The children will 
giggle soon, and, leaving their places at the 
table, they will run at their dear old father 
shouting: “April fool, papa! Eating cotton 
doughnuts! Whatastupid papa you are!”’ 

Will papa be angry! Angry! No, indeed. 
He’ll laugh with his wife and children as he 
picks the cotton out of his teeth, stopping occa- 
sionally to warn the “old lady” that his turn 
will come later in the day, as it surely will. 

And so it must be from morning till night with 
the man who is of any consequence to other 
people. The man who goes through the day 
without having pins in his trousers’ legs, with- 
out eating cotton doughnuts, without smokinga 
tireworks cigar, without receiving a formidable- 
looking envelope all full of emptiness, to say 
nothing of a score of other things, may set him- 
self down as being “but a pilgrim here,” as 
being an inhabitant of the earth without having 
been duly naturalized. 

For nearly two centuries, according to the 
annals of English letters, the lst of April has 
been sacred to foolery of every possible descrip- 
tion. Swift, in his journal to Stella, under 
March 31, 1713, writes about a ‘lie for the 
morrow,’ which Dr. Arputhuot, Lady Masham, 
and himself had been contriving. Their scheme 
was to circulate a report that one Noble, hanged 
a few days before, had come to life again and 
was already in theSheriff’s hands at the “ Black 
Swan,” in Holborn. They surmised that mine 
host of the inn would have cause to thank them 
the next day. Later, however, Swift writes that 
the idea was not carried out successfully. 

This is one of the earliest allusions on record 
to April fooling in England. Since that date we 
have an abundance of evidence of the extent 
and variety of fooling done by our ancestors on 
the annual recurrence of the day. For instance, 
servant girls would send a swain to the book- 
sellers, say, for the “ History of Eve’s Grand- 
mother,” to the chemist’s for a small measure 
of pigeon’s milk, or to the cobbler’s for some 
strap oil. In the last case the messenger was 
expected to get a hearty dose of the article on 
his shoulders, which would be likely to make a 
lingering impression. 

The great object was to pass offsome gross ab- 
surdity as asimple fact; the realization of the 
error to take place inthe midst of a laughing 
circle. The majority of the jokes were perpe- 
trated before or about breakfast time, when peo- 
ple were scarcely on the alert. 

It used to be said that what componnd is to 
simple addition, so is Scotch to English April 
fooling. The excursions of the “Canny Scot” 
in that domain were often the result of pro 
found forethought. For example, Wag No. 1, 
we shall say, having designs on simple Andrew 
Thomson, sends him with a letter to Wag No. 2, 
two miles distant, professedly requesting some 
valuable information, but containing more 
likely this couplet: 


“This is the 1st day of April, 
Hunt the gowk another mile.” 

Wag No. 2 grasps the idea readily, and grave- 
ly tells poor Andrew that he is “ quite unable,” 
«c., but he will give him a note to another man 
amile or so further on, who will undoubtedly 
accommodate him; and so the unfortunate 
wight will keep the quest up until some kind 
soul enlightens him. 

The Spectator speaks of “a neighbor of mine, 
who is a haberdasher by trade, and # very shul- 
low, conceited fellow, makes boast that for these 
ten years successively he Las not made less than 
100 fools.” Goldsmith, in ** The Vicar of Wake- 
field,” speaking of the rustics, says: ‘* They 
showed their wit on the 1st of April.” In the 
**Bairnsla Foaks Annual” for 1844 appears the 
following naive confession of a yokel: 

 Ahthink ah needant tell you az this is April fooil 
day, cos, if yor like me, yal naw all abaght it, for ahs 
wonce sept a this day to a stashoner’s shop for 
seckand edishan a Cock Robin an a howpath a crock- 
adile quills; ah thowt foh sure, at when ah axt for 
am t’ chap at shop ad a splittin’ till he coanter stop 
wi’ laffin’.” 

Sometimes joking was done on the wholesale 
plan. For example, in March, 1860, many well- 
known persons received through the post the 
following card, with an inverted sixpence 
stamped on one of the corners for official effect: 

“Tower of London—Admit Bearer and Friend to 
view annual ceremony of Washing the White Lions 
on Sunday, April 1, 18360. Admittance only at White 


Gate. 

“It is particularly requested that no gratuities be 
given to Wardens or attendants.” 

The ruse worked so well that a succession of 
cabs rattled about Tower Hill all the morning 
vainly searching for the ‘‘ White Gate.” In 
London, in 1782, were published some ‘verses 
on several occasions,” with these lines on All 
Fool's Day: 

“When April morn her Folly’s throne exalts; 

While Dobb calls Nell and laughs because she halts; 
While Nell meets Tom and says his tail is loose, 
Then laughs in turn and calls poor Tom a goose; 
Let us, my muse, thro’ Folly’s harvest range, 

And glean some moral into Wisdom’s Grange.” 

April fooling was not contined to England 
alone by any means. In France they still. in- 
dulge annually in *“poissons d’avril” In fact, 
itis known that they were fauwiliar with the 
practice long before their neighbors across the 
Channel. [tis told how Francig Duke of Lor- 
raine, and wife escaped from captivity at 
Nantes April 1. Dressed as peasants, they 
started off boldly to pass the sentries.. Some- 
body perceiving their identity ran ahead and 
warned the guards. They laughed derisively, 
however, and shouted knowingly, ‘April 
vee !" §$o0 the supposed peasants escaped 
easily. 

A French lady once stole a watch from a 
friend on the lstof April. When detected she 
said it was morely a“ poisson d’avril.” ‘* fhen,” 
faid the Judge, ** we shall have to imprison you 
until April 1 next year, when you will be re- 
leased like a* poisson d’avril.’” Some Parisian 
waxs dared to speak of Napoleon as **un poisson 
davril” on the occasion of his marriage to 
Marie Louise of Austria April 1, 2810, 

Tareen, a Swedish traveler of the last century, 
says: ** We set gail on April 1, and the wind 
made April fools of us, for we were forced to re- 
turn before Shagen.”’ :

Conjectures as to the ori of All Fools’ Day 
have been numberiess. In the Gentleman's 
Magazine for July, 1783, we read: “ The custom 
of _apeee upon and ridiculing people on the 
lst o Ap paag have an allusion to the mock- 
ery of the Saviour by the Jews.” Bellinger’s 
« ology of French Proverbs,” 1656, speaks 
of the word “poisson” as corrupted through 
ignorance from passion. Another old authority 
says that Noah sent the dove out of the ark on 
April 1 on a fool’s errand.- 

“ Poor Robin’s Almanack”’ for 1760 contains 
these lines: 

“Dhe lst of Aped, some do say, 
Is get apart for All Fools’ Day; 
But why the people call it so 
Nor I nor they themselves do know.” 

Dr. Pegge, in the Gentieman’s Magazine, 1776, 
offers the most ingenious reason for the origin 
of All Fools’ Day. He says the year primarily 
began on March 25, date of the incarnation of 
our Lord. This was the ocoasion of a festival 
which, with the Romans, usually lasted an oc- 
tave. The lstof April would therefore be the 
end, and, among the vulgar, was probably at- 
tended with general merrymaking. . 





DENIED BY NORVIN GREEN. 


HE ENOWS OF NO TELEGRAPH AND 
TELEPHONE RATE WAR. 


Dr. Norvin Green, President of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, was asked yester- 
day if there was any truth in the published dis- 
patch from Plainfield, N. J., to the effect that 
the contract as to rates between the New-York 
and New-Jersey Telephone Company and the 
Western Union Telegraph Company had ex- 
pired and a war of rates had begun. 

“There was a contract as to rates between 
the New-York and New-Jersey Telephone Com- 
pany and the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany,” replied Dr. Green. “There was an 
agreement to maintain rates; that was all. I 
dv not know of any trouble. Ido not think the 
agreement has been broken. That man Run- 
yon of the telephone company, who is authority 
for the statement that the agreement has end- 
ed, is only blowing. 

“By a contract between the telephone com- 
pany and the Western Union, entered into in 
1879, and which does not expire for two years 
and a half yet, the telephone company cannot 
send a telegraph message. It cannot forward 
any message which must be enveloped and de- 
livered. If the agreement as torates were to 
terminate, there would be very little competi- 
tion between a telephone and a telegraph com- 

any. The people prefer to telegrap The 
aw does not permit a telephone company 
to attach telegraph instruments to _ its 
wires under its telephone charter. Even 
if a telephone company acquired such 
a privilege, it would remain at a great 
disadvantage. It is a curious fact that 
the smaller a wire is the better itis for telephon- 
ing, and the poorer it is for telegraphing, and 
vice versa. The telephone companies ali use 
small wires. The telegraph companies use 
large wires.”’ 

At the offices of the Metropolitan Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, 18 Cortlandt Street, 
and the New-York and New-Jersey Telephone 
Company, 16 Smith Street, Brooklyn, all know!l- 
edge of a war of rates was denied. Inquirers at 
each office were referred to the other.

A CRAZY MOTHERS ACT.

THREW HER SON FROM A WINDOW 
AND JUMPED HERSELF. 


Mrs. H. VY. Dohbn, the insane wife of a sales- 
man living at 259 Eleventh 8treet, Hoboken, 
threw Frauk, her five-year-old son, from a 
fourth-story window early yesterday morning 
and then leaped to the pavement herself. Mrs. 
Pohn is a handsome woman, thirty-eight years 
of age, and the mother of four children, the 
oldest a daughter eighteen years of age. Last 
Winter she became a mother again, and after- 
ward her actions gave rise to apprehensions 


that her mind had become unbalanced. She 
nursed hallucinations occasionally, and it be- 
came apparent that she was the victim of fitful 
insanity. Realizing her misfortune herself, she 
is said to have visited a New-York asylum in 
her lucid intervals and asked to be put under 
restraint, but she was not received. 

Her family watenhed her closely, and when her 
grown daughter heard an unusual noise in the 
kitchen of the flatshe occupied between 2 and 
3 o'clock yesterday morning, she sprang from 
her bed in alarm. Her mother had little Frank 
in her arms, and was climbing from the window 
to the fire escape. Beforethe daughter could 
intervene the woman had leaped through the 
tire escape, forty feet down to the pavement 
ofthe street. The daughter’s belief was that 
her mother had leaped with the boy thus clasped 
to her bosom, but after thé act Mrs. Dohn said 
that she had thrown the boy first, and then fol- 
lowed him in obedience toacommand from 
heaven to jnmp to the middle of the earth. 

The neighborhood was aroused by the cries of 
the frightened girl, and Mrs. Dobn was carried 
from the street to her apartments. She had 
broken a leg and received severe injuries be- 
sides. Her littleson was dying. His skull was 
crushed in halt a dozen places on one side. It 
seemed to be needless to remove him to the hos- 
pital, but he was taken there, and fruitless at- 
tempts were made to save his life.

Itis 
expected that these boats carry more people 
this year than they have since the line was first 
started, as now travel to the capital, under the 
luxurious conditions offered on the People’s 
Line, is as delightful as any pleasure excursion.

examination of New-York witnesses in the suit 
broughtin Paris against Count Ferdinand de 
Lesseps by stockholders of the Universal Inter- 
oceanic Panama Canal Company, charging 
fraud and breach of trustin the acquisition of 
the Panama Railroad Company in 1881. Mr. 
Huerstel examined the Secretary of the United 
States Trust Company of New-York at the office 
of the latter, and at the Bank of New-York he 
examined Secretary Ely of the New-York 
Stock Exchange,A. V. Marckwald of Whitehouse 
& Co., C. D. Leverich, and Charles G. Francklyn. 

What Mr. Huerstel is going to try to find out 
is the actual value of the Panama Railroad 
Company at the time it was bought by the canal 
company. The road waa capitalized at $7,000,- 
000 and the canal company purchased it for 
$17,500,000. The road had been earning 19% 
per cent. net profit per annum for several years 
prior to the sale, and the stock for some time 
was quoted at an average of $275 per share. 
The canal company took it at $250 per share. 
The road was fifty-two and a half miles lorg. 

It will take Mr. Huerstel about two weeks to 
complete the examination of witnesses in New- 
York. Ho will question all the financiers who 
had anything to do with the sale,

THE MAYOR DENOUNCES IT. 


SENATOR O’CONNOR’S NEW-YORK SINK- 
ING FUND BILL. 


Senator O’Connor of Binghamton having in- 
troduced a bill in the Senate to remove Recorder 
Smyth from the Sinking Fund Commission, 
Mayor Grant rises to protest. He said yester- 
day thatsuch a bill could not be defended on 
any ground. 

“The Recorder is an invaluable member of 
the commission,” said the Mayor; “it would be 
difficult to find a man to replace him.

Through the Recorder's desire that the 
city should be properly paid for its valuable 
franchises the price of the ferry franchise was 
advanced to $10,000, 5 per cent. on the gross 
receipts and $10,000 for the rental of the piers. 





HILL NOT WANTED BY THE SOUTH. 

David T. Lynch, a well-known Brooklyn Dem- 
ocrat, returned from a trip South yesterday and 
hastened to inform the party leaders that he 
had concluded from what he saw that David B. 
Hill had no chance in the Presidential race.

The closing of four - 
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ALABAMA FOR CLEVELAND. 


DEMOCRATIC SENTIMENT IS VERY 
STRONG IN HIS FAVOR. 


AILL’s PERFORMANCE CRYSTALLIZED 
THIS FEELING, WHILE KILLING HIS 
OWN BOOM—FAILURE OF THE THIRD 
PARTY SCHEME. 


’ WASHINGTON, March 31.—** There is not now, 
and there has not been, since the election day in 
November, 1888, any doubt of the fact that Mr. 
Cleveland was the choice of the Democracy of 
Alabama forstandard bearer in 1892,” remarked 
a gentleman from that State to-day. He has 
unusual facilities for knowing what he says, 
and has a large corrrespondence daily, which 
goes to prove the correctness of his statements. 


He continued: 

* At times there has been a doubt as to his 
availability, due to the persistent effort of the 
Polk-Macune third-party element to have him 
appear as a gold monometallist and the candi- 
date of Wall Street. They have had access to 
the farmers of the South through the Alliance, 
which met in secret. acted in secret, and ex- 
cluded all other classes from their counsels. 
For a time it looked as if they would succeed in 
their object, which was that of dividing the 
white Democratic voters of the South, the inev- 
itable effect of which would be the capture by 
the Republicans of North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, and Tennessee, and possibly other States. 

“The action of the St. Louis Convention of 
Feb. 22, 23, and 24, whé#éh launched the third 
party into active life. with Polk and Macune 
both standing as godfathers and sponsors for 
the infant, has had a wonderfully reawakening 
eftect. The farmers of the South are in a dis- 
tressed financial condition. This is due to the 
Yact that the crops of cotton raised in 1890 and 
1891 did not bring the cost of production. ‘The 
Sub-Treasury fallacy, placed before them in an 
enticing form and in secret conclave, with no 
one present to combat its evil tendency, found 
many indorsers in mep who had not been suc- 
cersful in farming + ean gr ge for several years, 
and who were willing to accept almost any 
proposition that heid out to them the promise 
of relief. Those who know their condition and 
the pressing need of money for paying olf 
mortgages were not altogether surprised at this, 
but they have never intended to leave the Dem- 
ocratic Party. 

“ For two years the men who addressed them, 
and the papers published in that particular in- 
terest, have denounced Mr. Cleveland bitterly 
and ridiculed the idea that there was any dan- 
ger of the enactmentof force billsorany relief in 
tariff reform and reduction. The one thing held 
out to them as the sum of all good and the great 
oure for all evil was the enactment into law of 
the demands of the Ocala platform. This has 
been accompanied by severe arraignment of the 
‘Democratic Party, anda course of arguinent 
calculated and intended to weaken popular 
affection forthe party and its candidates. it 
was the policy of the leaders of this plan of 
campaign to keep the Alliance members, as far 
as possible, away from Democratic meetings. 
In many instances in Alabama in the past year 
they have opposed their members joining Dem- 
ocratic clubs. The folly of following such ad- 
vice was realized last Kall, and whenever Dem- 
ocratic speakers appeared at any place they 
were listened to by crowds of attentive farmers. 

“It was becoming more and more evident that 
there was a scheme to take them bodily into the 
third party and to make them serve simply as 
the means of turning Southern States over to 
the Republican Party and thus aid in continu- 
ing that party in power. That the people fully 
understand the situation is evidenced by the 
Jact that in Alabama thousands of men who, 
two years ago supported Kolb, who posed as 
Alliance leader, for Governor, are bow opposing 
his canvass and voting tor the re-election of 
Gov.

“Within the last two days Col. Oates, who 
Fepresents the Third Alabama District in Con- 
gress, and who has been most persistently 
@busei by a certain factionof the Alliance, 
triumphantly succeeded in Lee County, 
Which it was confidently claimed wouid 
choose delegates opposed to his election. He 
Was the undoubted choice of the people 
on popular vote. A gentieman living in the 
county, was a candidate against him, and hoped 
to capture the delegation. Another advantage 
possessed by that gentleman was the fact that 
he was Chairman of the County Executive Com- 
mittee, and every man on it, with perhaps one 
exoeption, was his supporter because of his afifil- 
ir#ion with the Alliance, although, beinga law- 
y@r, not eligible to membership. To make assur- 
ance doubly sure, that committee, thus consti- 
tuted, fixed an arbitrary apportionment of tive 
delegates from every voting place in the 
county, without reference to its Dem- 
ocratic vote or strength Three places 
in that county, polling more than one- 
half the total Democratic vote of the coun- 
ty, were given only fifteen votes in the County 
Convention, while eleven other precincts, with 
less combinéd vote thanthe other three, were 
given fifty-five votes. It was thought that 
under this snap arrangement Mr. Vates would 
be snowed under. Behold the result! The pri- 
maries were held in each deat last Saturday and 
out ofa total of seventy delegates fifty were 
chosen and instructed to vote for a delegation 
to the Congressional Convention who would 
favor the return of Col. Oates. 

“No better evidence can be furnished of the 
state of mind in Alabama thanthis county elec- 
tion. It means that the people are again stand- 
ing upon their original Democratic platform, 
that they etill honor and trust those who have 
served them faithfnlly and well and are unwill- 
ing any longer to follow in the paths to which 
they have been invited by Alliance third party 
leaders.” 

Asked as to the present attitude of the people 
of Alabama toward Cleveland and Hill, he an- 
swered:

Mr. Cleveland. Says one in a letter to me: 

“**T wired you to-day of Birmingham's great meet- 
ing. It was really a great demonstration. Nothing 
like it was ever seen here before in point either of 
numbers or of aggregate infiuence or of enthusiasm. 
I had been working on it fora few days, but I had 
no idea of the way the people would come and assert 
themselves. You may judge of the temper of the 
people by our President's attitude.

“ Another distinguished citizen of Birming- 
bam, who is well known in legal and business 
circies in New-York, writes: 

“Tn a telegram to you this morning, I stated that 
last night’s Cleveland meeting was the largest and 
most Guthusiastic political meeting ever held in Bir- 
minghatw. The meeting was compédsed of the very 
best of all classes of peopie, ana the enthusiasm 
knew no limit. : honestly Talleve that as between 
Cleveland and Hill there would be ten to one of this 
county in favor of Cleveland.’ 

« A distinguished citizen of Mobile writes: 

“*As to Mr. Cleveland, I am sure that all of our 
people here at Mobile are for him, if he can carry 
New-York. Senator Hill hasno following here of 
any consequence. If you can satisfy the ple that 
Cleveland 0am carry New-York, we are for him, not 
only enthusiastically, but affectionately. We uot 
duly admire him, but we warm toward him person- 
ally for the clear record he has made.’ 

“A letter from Montgomery says {that nearly 
everybody in that locality is warmly for the ex- 
President, It is so in North Alabama, East 
Alabama, aud in favt all parts of the State. A 
great majority of the papers are advocates of 
the nomination of Mr. Cleveland. The Tuska- 
loosa iimes poked fun at the idea of there being 
& Hill club in Tuskaloosa, and the Jasper £aygle 
is doing the same thing in reference to the 
alleged club from that place which went to 
Birmingham.

REDUCING THE EXPENDITURES. 


APPROPRIATIONS $100,000,000 LeEss 
THAN IN THE LAST CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—Mr. Dockery, (Dem., 
Mo.,) one of the leading men on the Appropria- 
tions Committee, has been paying a good deal of 
attention to the condition of the Treasury, the 
“cash balance,” and prospective expenditures. 
Mr. Dockery was asked by THE TIMES’s cor- 
respondent for the latest bulletin regarding the 
condition of Foster’s patient. He said: 

“There is no improvement in the Treasury 
situation. Current expenditures continue to ex- 
ceed the current income—the excess of expend- 


itures over receipts for the twenty-six days 
of this month being $711,237. The so-called 
available cash balance (exclusive of the 
$100,000,000 gold reserve) at the close of 
Saturday’s business was $29,700,903.69, about 
one-half of which was uncurrent subsidiary 
coin, and tbe remainder (to uote the 
ma of Mr. Blaine) is outstanding in the 
vaults of pet national banks. Confronted with 
this condition, the Treasury officials are quietly 
3 hg wear with the retrenchment policy of 
the Democratic House, although the Republic- 
ans in Congress are seeking to swell the aggre- 
gate of the appropriations, as it seems, in 
order to vindicate the Billion-Dollar Congress. 

“The fourteen general appropriation bills are 
in a much more advanced position than at the 
corresponding period of the first session of the 
last Congress. Then only the District of Colum- 
bia and Pension bills had passed the House, 
whereas prior to this time the Army, District of 
Columbia, Pension, Indian, and Military Acade- 
my bills have all passed the House and gone to 
the Senate. The River and Harbor, Diplomatic 
and Consular, Naval. and Sundry Civil bills are 
either ready to be reported or upon the calen- 
dars awaiting consideration, while the five bills 
remaining in committees will be submitted to 
the House at an early date. 

“The reduction made by the bills already re- 
ported (exclusive of the Riverand Harbor bill) 
is $31,159,144.62. It is probable that the ag- 
gregate of the appropriations of this session will 
show a total reduction of about $60,000,000 as 
compared with the total liabilities imposed by 
the second session of the Fifty-firat Congress. 
It 1s, therefore, safe to estimate that the appro- 
priations of both sessions of this Congress will 
be about $100,000,000 below the stupendous 
ageregate of the appropriations made by the 
last Congress.”’ 


FRANCE AND DAHOMEY. 





NATIVE ATTACKS THREATENED ON TER- 
RITORY HELD BY THE FRENCH. 


Paris, March 31.—It is evident from the news 
that reaches here fromthe French Bight of 
Benin aettiements that the old trouble between 
tve King of Dahomey ana the French is break- 
ing out again, and that severe measures will 
have to be taken to curb the arrogance of that 
native monarch. 

In 1890 a punitive expedition was fitted out 
against the King of Dahomey, but before it 
started a treaty was concluded between the 
French agent and the King, by which France 
obtained the harbor of Kotonou and the pro- 
tectorate of Porto Novo, while Whydah was re- 
served to Dahomey. A few days ago a French 
gunboat ascending the Ouene River was fired 
upon by Dabomeyans, and to-day a dispatch 
from Porto Novo states that a body of 200 Da- 
homeyans have attacked Kezenou, fifteen kilo- 
meters from that place. It is belioved that the 
natives meditate attacks upon Porto Novo and 
Kotonou, and the French authorities have taken 
measures to repel the attacks, should they be 
made. A French oruiser is anchored off Porto 
Novo. 

The King of Dahomey exercises unlimited 
power. Besides ordinary troops, he maintains 
a body guard of about 4,000 Amazons, who are 
noted for their courage and discipline. By the 
terms of the treaty in which the King recog- 
nized the French claims to Porto Novo and 
Kotonou, he was to be paid an annuity of 
20,000 franca. The kingdom has been engaged 
in many long and disastrous wars with other 
African States, and has lost much of its former 
territory. 





THE DEFENSE OF MALTA. 


EXTENSIVE CHANGES TO BE MADE IN 
THE FORTIFICATIONS. 


Lonpon, March 31.—S8hortly after the arrest 
at Manchester of Edward Holden, formerly a 
Quartermaster in the Royal Engineers, who was 
charged under the Official Secrets act with at- 
tempting to learn secrets regarding the defenses 
of Gibraltar, it was Jearned that he had sold to 
France full particulars and plans of all the de- 
fenses at Malta. 

In consequence of the knowledge gained in 
this manner by the French "Government, the 
British authorities have decided to make exten- 
sive changes in the defenses. The work of alter- 
ing the submarine and other works has already 
commenced and is being pushed as rapidly as 
possible. 

A: French gunboat was seen inspecting the 
coast of Malta a shorttime ago, andthe man- 
ner in which she was handled showed that her 
otticers were familiar with the works. It is 
thought that the officers were verifying the 
plans sold to France by Holden. 





BRITISH TRADE PROSPECTS. 
oe 
THEY HAVE BEEN AFFECTED TO SOME 
EXTENT BY THK M’KINLEY LAW. 


LonpDon, March 31.—At a meeting of the Lon- 
don Chamber of Commerce to-day the Right Hon- 
orable Sir John Lubbock said that the volume of 
trade in the country had fallen in 1891. The 
McKinley bill had affected trade to a certain ex- 
tent, but it affected the United States more than 
it did the United Kingdom. 

The exports of domestic produce in 1890 
amounted to £32,000,000. In 1891 these ex- 
ports amounted to only 227,000,000. Still, 
looking back over ten years, greater cause for 
satisfaction was found in seeing thatthe rise 
during that period amounted to a total of £47,- 
000,000. Besides, during the same period there 
was a considerable fall in the prices of com- 
m odities. 

Allowance being made for the reduction in 
prices the increase in theexports inthe ten 
years reached 15 per cent.

A CONSPIRACY TO ASSASSINATE THE 
PRESIDENT DISCOVERED. 

BUENOS AYRES, March 31.--Great alarm is 
felt here that the Radicals will incite a revolu- 
tion. The Government is taking precautions to 
guard against an outbreak. 

Reports were current last night that a con- 
spiracy to assassinate the President had been 
discovered. 





DESERTED HIS WIFE A SECOND TIME. 

NEWARK, March 31.—Selomon Ginsberg de- 
serted his wife and family in Russia two years 
ago. His wife, following him across the seas, 


found him living at 65 Boyd Street, this city, 
with a second wife. There was a lively scene 
between the two women, while Ginsberg 
smoked his pipe and looked on. The second 
wite finally agreed to leave him, and Ginsberg 
kept up housekeeping in the same apartments 
with his first wife. esterday he complained of 
illness, and sent her out fora doctor. When she 
returned the doctor whom she brought with her 
tound no patient to treat. A young woman liv- 
ingin the neighborhood is said to have disap- 
peared with him. 


THE PORTUGUESE ORISIS AVERTED. 

LisBon, March 31.—The Cabinet crisis, grow- 
ing out of the threatened resignation of the 
Minister of Public Works, because of a differ- 
ence of opinion with the Prime Minister, who 
desires, in order to oblige France, to annul the 
contract with an English company to lay a cable 
to the Azoro Islands in favor of a French syndi- 
cate, has been averted by the Cortes giving the 
Government a year in which to lay the cable. 

This will enable the Minister of Public Works 
to negotiate with the company offering the best 
terms. 





DIED AT 150. ; 
PHENIX, Arizona, March 31.—Carmen Rod- 
eriquez, a Mexican woman 150 years old, died 
at Taceon last night.

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BORROWS FRIEND MILBANK. 


HE TRIES TO EXCULPATE BORROWE BUT 
FAILS TO MAKE THINGS BRIGHTER. 


Public attention has once more been called to 
the Drayton-Borrowe scandal by the fact that 
Mr. Borrowe’s second, Harry Vane Milbank, has 
thought it expedient to try and exoulpate his 
principal for not accepting Drayton’s challenge 
by publishing a statement, in which he quotes a 
short extract from the agreement drawn up be- 
tween Mr. and Mrs. J. Coleman Drayton by the 
firm of Lord, Day & Lord Oct. 28, 1891. The 
extract which treats of what Mr. Milbank terms 
“the monetary consideration,” is to the effect 
that Mrs. Dayton, who has an income of $35,000, 
agreed to give her husband an annual allowance 
of $5,000, with an additional $12,000 and cus- 
tody of the children, in case she should hold 
any verbal or written communication with Mr. 
Borrowe. 

Several cable messages have been received 
from Europe which show that it was with the 
connivance of Borrowe and Milbank that the 
correspondence was published through the im- 
mediate instrumentality of Edward Fox and 
Col. Thomas Ochiltree. 

A friend of Mr. Drayton, talking over Mil- 
bank’s charges, said: ‘Ido not think that such 
windy statements as these from Mr. Borrowe’s 
imported watch dog make matters any brighter 
for that chivalric gentleman. Milbank states 
that the correspondence in the affair was pub- 
lished without Borrowe's authority. To this the 
lie is given flatly by yesterday’s cable, which 
shows how the whole scandal was carefully 
edited and gotten into shape for publication by 
that band of modern Bayards, Messrs. Borrowe, 
Milbank, ‘Modoc’ Fox, and that Texan Mun- 
chausen, Col. Tom Ochiltree. 

“IT would like to know how Borrowe is going 
to disprove the statement that he called on Fox 
and authorized him to give the correspondence 
for So as s00n as there was any danger 
of the story getting into print. His reason for 
so authorizing that most enterprising of news 

eddlers was, I believe, to protect himself from 

rayton’s cbarge of cowardice. If this is so, 
Mr. Borrowe, whose valor is secondary to his 
discretion, evidently shakes hands with Falstatt 
as to the comparative b gene that honor and

LOCAL POLITICIANS LOOKING AFTER 
GOOD THINGS IN THE CUSTOM HOUSE. 


Several members of the coterie of place-and- 
patronage hunters, who have come to be a 
standing joy to irreverent persons in the Cus- 
toms Service, spent a good deal of time at the 
Custom House yesterday. Their principal ob- 
ject was to hurry up the turning over of the con- 
tract for cartage, now held by Thomas A. 
Briggs, a Democrat, to such of the faithful as 
expect to get a share in ite division. 

George B. Deane of the Ninth District made 
formal application to the Collector for the con- 
tract. His application will be discussed by that 
officer and the authorities at Washington, and 
in the course of afew days a decision will be 
given. It is the general expectation at the Cus- 


tom House that the contract will be made out 
in Deane’s name, and willbe divided up after- 
ward Those scheduled to share in its netits 
are Goamye Wanmaker, Bernard Biglin, Leroy 
Jacobs of Greene County, and George Hilliard. 

The cartage contract is supposed to be worth 
about $50,000 a year. It will therefore bear a 
division. 

Among the leaders who gave their attention 
to this and other matters of the kind yesterday 
were Jacob M. Patterson, Bernard Biglin, John 
R. Nugent, Deane, and Frank Raymond. Just 
before the close of business hours they held a 
little convention of their own just outside the 
entrance to the Custom House, a fact which 
gave rise to a report that the new rules promul- 
gated early in the week prevented them from 
going in until the work of the day was over. 
The new rules, however, are used as a basis for 
all sorts of jokes in the service justnow. They 
are very nice rules, but nobody thinks seriously 
of obeying them all. So itis not very likely that 
the statesmen were kept out of doors by respect 
for Treasury regulations, ;

PAIGE, CAREY § CO’S NOTES.

NEW-YORK BANKERS DOUBT THE STORY 
SENT OUT FROM CLEVELAND. 


New-York bankers read with surprise yester- 
day a dispatch from Cleveland to the effect that 
there were scattered throughout New-England 
notes of the contracting firm of Paige, Carey & 
Co. of this city to the amount of $925,000 bear- 
ing the forged indorsement of John Huntington, 
brother-in-law of ex-Congrossman David R. 
Paige, the head of the firm. The dispatch was 


very generally discredited. Several leading 
bankers who were seen said that, in their opin- 
lon, no such amount of the notes of Paige, Carey 
& Co. was outstanding in New-England. 

Inquiry among a number of banks with West- 
ern connections failed to show that there were 
any outstanding notes of Paige, Carey & Co. in 
this city, or that any considerable amount had 
been offered here for discount within s year. 
Some weeks ago, it was learned, a note of the 
tirm for $5,000, indorsed by Huntington, had 
been offered for discount at the American Ex- 
change National Bank, but was refused. This 
was the only note of which there is any recent 
record among the banks. 

Ever since tbe collapse of the North River 
Bank, Paige, Carey & Co. have been in other 
than good credit among New-York banks. The 
tirm owed the North River Bank about $600,000 
at the time it went under. The receiver of the 
bank and his attorneys said yesterday that, so 
far as bad been discovered, none of the notes of 
Paige, Carey & Co. held by the North River 
Bank bore the forged signature of John Hunt- 
ington. The bank held several hundred thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of the notes of Paige, Carey 
& Co. when it stopped business. 

David RK. Paige did not appear yesterday at 
the firm's office, 45 Broadway, and there was no 
information there as to his whereabouts or the 
date of his return. The office boy said he was 
expected back ina day ortwo. It was said by 
one of his friends, who declined to give his name, 
that Paige had probably sailed for Europe 
under an assumed name to join his brother-in- 
law, Huntington, who 1s an invalid at Carlsbad. 

AN EXTRAORDINARY CASE. 

Deputy Coroner Walsh made an autopsy at 
the Chambers Street Hospital ofthe body of 
Stephen Rockfeller, the proprietor of the liquor 
store 209 West Street, who was shot by William 
Meyers on Wednesday afternoon. He found 
thatthe bullet bad entered the body of Rock- 
feller between the fifth and sixth ribs, passed 
through the apex of the heart, opening the 
right ventricle, passed out on tbe other side 
through the base of the left lung and stomach, 
and lodged in the left chest wall. It is remark- 
able that Rockfeller lived for nearly an hour 
after the bullet passed through his heart.

SAFEMAKERS ARE ORGANIZING A 
NEW TRUST. 


THREE PROMINENT CONCERNS INTER- 
ESTED IN THE SCHEME—PLANS OF 
THE PROPOSED DEAL—MANY MANU- 
FACTURERS LEFT OUT. 


If no hitch occurs in the preliminaries, May 1 
will see a healthy and vigorous Safe Trust in 
operation. The combination will include the 
Herrick Safe Company and the Marvin Safe 
Company of this city and the Hall Safe and 
Lock Company of Cincinnati. 

For two years the scheme of uniting these three 
companies has been in existence. But, while 
all the companies recognized the advantages of 
such a combination, minor details in the forma- 
tion of the trust could not be agreed upon. The 
Hall Safe and Lock Company’s executive offi- 
cers are in Cincinnati and cannot be seen. The 
officers of the Herring and Marvin Companies_ 
were reticent yesterday, but admitted that ne 
gotiations for a combination were pending, with 
prospects of success. 

The proposed plan is for each company to 
turn in to the combination all its plant and 
stock on hand, and the new company is to be 
capitalized on an inventory basis. After the 
new arrangement is effected, the selling agen- 
cies in all the large cities will be combined un- 
der one management. The business and cxecu- 
tive management of the three companies will 
be pat in control of one set of officers. In fact, 
the whole business will be centralized and oper- 
ated at about one-third of its present expense. 
The officers claim that in this way they will be 
able to furnish safes ata smaller price than at 
present. Another advantage which the manu- 
facturers will obtain isin buying steel and other 
material cheaper. Better figures can be ob- 
tained on one big contract than on three small 
ones. 

The present stock of the companies interesteG 
in the proposed trust is about $1,900,000, and 
on the basis of the past year's business it pays 
11 per cent. 

Conner & Co. and John H. Davis & Co. of this 
city are the promoters of the combination. A 

reliminary —— has been prepared, and 

t is expected that the plan will be made public 
and stock offered inashort time. Neither of 
the tirms mentioned would make any statement 
sapere ay b From other sources it was learned 

at the capital stock of the new combination 
would be $3,500,000, of which $1,800,000 would 
be preferred and $1,700,000 common stock. The 
three concerns will take $1,000,000 in stock, 
and the balance will be placedinthe market. It 
is stated, although not authoritatively, that the 
Hall Company will take $800,000 and the Her- 
rick and Marvin Companies $100,000 each. 

The combination will include the plant of 
Farrel & Co. of Philadelphia, which is practi- 
cally owned by the Herrick Company. The 
officers of the combination who have been in- 
formally agreed upon are: President—Edward 
E. Hall of Cinectunati; Vice Presidents—John 
Farrel of Philadelphia, F. O. Herring, Willis 
Marvin, and Wright Db. Pownall of New-York; 
Treasurer—W. H. Hall; Secretary—Mr. Pullen, 
a son-in-law of Edward E. Hall. 

The capital stock is placed at a small figure, 
the idea being to have a big dividend-paying 
atonk which will act as an advertisement of the 
combination. 

The safe trade in this city is inclined to doubt 
the possibility of the new trust. It has been 
talked of often, and as oftenit has fallen through. 
The trade does not think the combination will 
be able tocontrol the market, for many very 
strong manufacturers are left out. Among the 
outsiders are the Diebold Safe and Lock Com- 
pany of Canton, Ohio; the Damon Safe Com- 

yany of Philadelphia and Boston, the Mosler 

ank Safe Company, and McNeale & Urban of 
Hamilton, Ohio; the Detroit Safe Company, 
Mosler, Bahmann & Co., and the Cincinnatl 
Safe and Lock Company of Cincinnati; the Na- 
tional Safe and Lock Company of Cleveland, 
and the Barnes Safe and Lock Company of 
Pittsburg. One jobber yesterday characterized 
the combination as a scheme for the three com- 
panies to sell out their plants and business to 
good advantage. 





POLICEMEN WANT MORE PAY. 


THE BROOKLYN OFFICERS SAY THEY 
ARK LEGALLY ENTITLED TO IT. 


The Brooklyn policemen have arranged to 
make a raid on the City Treasury, have consult- 
ed counsel, and, after they finish making formal 
demands on the authorities for increased pay, 
are going to commence legal proceedings to get 
what they want. They took the first step yes- 
terday when a committee, claiming to represent 
the entire force, called on Mayor Boody and in- 
formed him of their intentions. 

The spokesman said that the patrolmen had 
been informed by counsel that they are now en- 
titled to the same pay that is given to patrol- 
men in this city. A law passed in 1884 pro- 
vided that, in cities having a population of over 
800,000, patrolmen on the police force should be 

aid $1,000 a year for the first year of serv- 
ce, $1,100 for the second, and $1,200 for 
the third. This was designed to affeot New- 
York alone; but now Brooklyn has over 800,000 
inhabitants, and, itis claimed, should be gov- 
erned by this law. 

The committee stated that litigation was ob- 
noxious to the average policeman, and it was 
thought best to make the claim known to the 
Mayor. The latter called in Corporation Coun- 
sel Jenks and instructed him to examine into 
the matter and report as soon as possible. 

Mr. Jenks’s report, which will be made prob- 
ably to-day, will be against the claim of the 
a An old law grades the pay of 

rooklyn policemen as follows: First year, 
$800; second year, $900; third year, $1,000. 
Subsequently the city charter was amended so 
as to give the Board of Estimate power to 
grade the pay of patrolmen at $1,000, $1,100, 
and $1,200, but this Was not mandatory in apy 
sense. Furthermore, it was passed «fter the 
law of 1884, referring to cities having over 
800,000 inhabitants, and Corporation Counsel 
Jenks takes the ground that‘it repealed the act 
of 1884 as far as Brooklyn is concerned. His 
opinion will be an exhaustive one, but this will 
be the meat in it. 





BROOKLYN WANTS APUBLIO DRIVEWAY, 

Mayor Boody sent to Albany yesterday a bill 
authorizing him to appoint a commission to lay 
outa public’ driveway. Later in the day the 
bill was introduced by Senator McCarty. The 
idea 1s to construct a drive along the water 
front out toward Bay Ridge and eventually as 
far as Fort Hamilton. ‘The bill constitutes the 
Mayor, Controller, Auditor, and Supervisof at 
Large a commission to construct this road after 


the committee of citizens has decided upon a 
route. but the bill is permissive, not mandatory. 
Bonds, to be known as Public Driveway and 
Roadway bonds, are to be issued, bearing 4 per 
cent. interest, to defray the cost. Although the 
bill was drawn up in the Corporation Counsel's 
otticoe, Mayor Boody is said to be opposed to it 
on the ground of expense. The estimated cost 
is $3,000,000.

THE COURTS. 

--The judgment in favor of the American Bank 
Note Company, awarding damagesot over $67,000 
against the Metropolitan and Manhattan Ele- 
vated Railway Companies for damages to prop- 
erty in Trinity Place, has been reversed by the Gen- 
eral ‘lerm of the Supreme Court, which yesterday 
handed down a decision upholding the contention 
made on appeal by Davies, short & Townsend, coun- 
sel forthe company. The opinion is written by Pre- 
siding Justice Van Brunt. He says there must bea 
new trial of the suit because of errorsin the admis- 
sion of testimony and in allowing a claim for dam- 
ages to the personal property of the company. The 
action, he says, relates only to realty, and no dam- 
agescan be recovered in itforinjury tw personal 
property. 

—By a decision made by the General Term of the 
Supreme Court yesterday, William A. Stephens, who 
was expelled from the Greenwvod Lake Association 
for using, as was alleged, language unbecoming a 
gentleman, will be reiustated. [t was charged that 
in August last Mr. Stephens, who is a retired mer- 
chaut of large foriune, while at the association’s club- 
house at Greenwood Lake, used ungentiemauly lan- 
guage in reference to another member of the assocti- 
ation. For this he was expelled. The General Term 
finds that, as one of the Trustees received no notice 
of the meeting called to consider the case, the expul- 
sion was illegal. 

—Judge Lacombe of the United States Circuit 
Court yesterday granted a temporary injunction 
against Robert Belford and the Belford Company on 
application in behaif of the widow of Jefferson Davis 
to restrain them from printing or selling her memoirs 
of her husband. Order is also issued to sliow cause 
why the United States Bouk Company should not be 
likewise restrained, affidavits having beeu submit- 
ted on behalf of Mrs. Davis to show that the United 
states Book Company had entered into a frandulent 
contract with the Belfords to receive the rights and 
continue the sale of Mrs. Davis’s book. 


—Eleven indictments for petit larceny,two for grand 
larceny, and one for forgery against James D. Hallen 
were yesterday dismissed on motion of the Assistant 
District Attorney, leaving one indictment for cou- 
spiracy still standing. ‘he indictments were found 
on the evidence of William G. Jones of the United 
States Commercial and Collection Agency, by whom 
Hallen had been employed. Halien on his first trial 
defended himself and so0 successfully as to satisfy 
the District Attornoy’s office of the foolishness of 
prosecuting him on the indictments dismissed yes- 
terday. 

—The General Term of the Supreme Court yester- 
day handed down a decision reinstating Robert 
O’ Raw as a member of the police force, O' Raw was 
dismissed on charges that hé was in a saloon when 
he bhould have been on post. The General Term 
holds that there was not suiticient evidence before 
the Commissioners to warrant their finding. The 
opinion was written by Judge Patterson.

TESTIMONY THAT CASTS A SHADOW OVER 
THE GARDENER. 


Ex-Director William A. Conklin of the Central 
Park Zoo and Mrs. Conklin were before the 
Commissioners of Accounts yesterday after- 
noon, when the Commissioners were ready 
to resume their investigation into Central Park 


affairs. Dwight A. Mason and Andrew H. 
Parker were there as their lawyere. 

Mrs. Conklin was recalled to the witness 
chair, but nothing of any great interest was de- 
veloped from her testimony.

Mr. Conklin said he had heard that Chief 
Gardener Woolson sold plants to the city from 
his Passaic nursery and afterward he had heard 
that the nursery was operated under the name 
of Myers. Mr. Conklin’s main examination will 
not take place until his counsel has examined 
the minutes. 

John Foy, janitor of the arsenal, John J. Mead, 
and Isidor Cohen, laborers, testified to having 
driven Mr. Van Valkenburg around after hours 
without receiving compensation. 

Leonard N. Wyant, the bookkeeper for James 
M. Thorburn Co., seed and plant dealers, 
proved an interesting witness. @ produced 
vouchers that showed that between Dec. 13, 
1886, and Oct. 15, 1890, the firm of Thorburn & 
Co. had sold nine bills of goods to the Park De-

THE SIMMONSES’ TRUNKS. 


OPENED YESTERDAY BY THE UNITED 
STATES CUSTOMS OFFICERS, 


Customs officers made an examination yester- 
day of four trunks, the property of Miss E. R. 
B. Simmons and Miss M. E. Simmons, which had 
been taken to the seizure room of the Custom 
House on Wednesday from the Inman Line 


steamer City of Paris. They found goods valued 
at about $2,500 in the trunks. Two Paris-made 
ball dresses were the most valuable part of the 
lot.

The owners of the trunks live at the Bryn 
Mawr Hotel, near Philadeiphia.

So far, the duties upon these classes may be 

justified under the necessity for a revenue from 
customs, provided they are rightly adjusted. 

It is to be observed that a very considerapic 

part of the revenue which is derived from the 


import of textile fabrics is yielded by articles 
which are not of prime necessity. Tt is secured 
from kinds of goods that depend mainly upon 
fashion and fancy rather than upon utility for 
their sule; these taxos may, therefore, do no in- 
ury to consumers even if for a time or even 
fety Se eons continued at bigh rates of duty 
for revenue only.

This annual tax of about $35,600,000 has been 
but a amall partofthe excess of revenue which 
has been expended in the rapid payment of our 
national debt by the purchase of bonds before 

maturity at a high premium. This reduction cf 
debt is a benefit and may be set down as so 
much gain to the people. 

The evils of these taxes are, however, mani- 
fold, while the actual cost of their collection can 
hardly be measured. These evils consist in the 
following relative disabilities or additional 
charges upon consumers of sums of monoy 
which the people pay, but which the Govern- 
ment does not. receive: 

First—lp the maintenance of the prices of 
some of the most important materials which 
are consumedin domestic arts year by year 
abeve the prices of the same materials in for- 
eign countries, whatever the actual prices of 
each year may be. 

Second—in depressing the prices of these 
rame materials in other manufacturing ‘ coun- 
tries by the obstruction to the demand of this 
country, which possesses a greater purchas- 
ing power than sny other nation in the world. 

Third—in diminishing the purchasing power 
of other nations in respect to the excess of our 
farm products, thus reducing the demand upon 
us and depressing the price of our excess, which 
is necessarily sold for export, upon which the 
price of our whole crop depends. 

Fourth—In rendering it necessary to grant 
compensatory duties on the Import of manufact- 
ures ready for copsuwption, in order to over- 
come in part the evil done to domestic manu- 
facturers by the enhanced cost of their materiais 
in consequence of this bad system of duties on 
crude materials. 

Fifih—in the grave injury done to the work- 
men occupied in the special production of ores, 
pig iron, wool, and other crude materials by the 
uncertainty of their occupation, by the import 
of foreign laborers for special service, and iu 
many other ways—any advantage given by 
auch duties being, as arule, wholly secured by 
owners rather than by workmen. 

it is, of course, impossible to meastre the ex- 
act burden of the taxes which tke people pay 
but which the Government does not receive in 
consequence of the imposition of these taxes 
upon imports in Class B, crude materials, and in 
Class C, partly manufactured materiale. 

From the closest computation which I have 
been able to make, [ should estimate it at nearly 
tenfold the revenue derived from the lnport—or 
At ®@ sum exceeding $326,000,00U each year— 
which is equivalent to doubling the normal cost 
of the Government, with the pensions added. 

In justification of this estimate I will give a 
few examples: 

Firsi—In respect to the maintenance of the 
prices of most important crude materials above 
those in other countries. Since 1830 there has 
been a very great reduc ti on in the cost of pro- 
ducing iren and steel in this and all other coun- 
tries, accompanied by a very creat reduction in 

rices. By & very careful computation made 

yy myself and by Mr. David A. Wells, tho dis- 
parity in the cost of pig iron only to the con- 
sumers of this country as compared to con- 
sumers supplied from other sources in other 
countries has amounted to $70,000,000 a 
year. The workmen in mines and laborers 
in furneces have received no benefit trom 
this in‘erference; their actual earnings as 
a body are barely sufficient to support the 
life even. of the imported laborers who 
coustitute the majority of theirnumber. There 
are a few exceptionally high-priced men in 
nearly every establishment. Ihe disparity in 
the price of the higher forms of iron and of 
gtec! as compared to the lower prices in Great 
Britain has been much greater than on pig iroa. 
The evil effect of this tax upon coal, ores, and 
crude iron cannot be fairly estimated at leas 
than $100,000,000 a year, which is a handicap 
op ailiron and steel consumers. 

The effect of duties upon ores, coal, and crude 
iron has been to keep the average price of pig 
fron several dollars per ton above the price in 
pther countries, varying year by year with the 
urgency of ihe demand. 

This excess of price has been in some years 
more than the duty in such years-——being accom- 
panied by imports in such years. In some years 
the exceas of price has been less than the duty 

then without imports, except of some special 
qualities—the general result has been low wages 
to the miners and furnace workmen as a body 
and large profits to a very limited number of 
ironmasters. in the census year just reporte d 
the iron miners of Pennsylvania secured inter 
mittent work by which they earned on the aver- 
age $259 each. 

second—The effect of the duty upon wool has 
been very difierent. Wool is produced by very 
many flock owners and in many piacos throuch- 
out the world; there is no such limit of num- 
bere as that which affects iron mining, and no 
limit to a few places. Hence when the imports 
ofthe wool of South America and Australia 
were obstructed by the duty imposed in the 
original wool and woolen tariff of 1867, the pre- 
cise effect followed which was foretold by the 
opponents of that weasure. The prices of wool 
inthe two great markets of London and Ant- 
werp were reduced in the lack of our demand— 
the manufactures of Europe were promoted at 
the expense of our own—the cost of foreign 
worsted and woolen goods was thereby reduced ; 
while our manufactures, being deprived of a 
proper mixing of wool, were limited to the fab- 


rics to which American fleeces are adapted, 
which are alse limited in variety. The price 
of American wool was lowere “da, and yet the 


manufacturer was not protected. Imports of 
woolandof fabrics at the artiticially ijowered 
prices buat at very high rates of duty increased. 
These conditions, varying in differeat seasons, 
have continued tothe present day. Thus the 
farmer has paid the costof bad le gislation by 
being forced to take a lower price for his wool 
and ulso to pay a higher price for his clothes, 

How much this double digad vaniage costs in 
mmoney cannot be eveu approximately com- 
puted, but it must come toa largesum annually. 

The disadvantages under which we exist from 
the misdirection of our taxes are Mmainiy con 
fined to the two olasses of duties treated in this 
mumber, i. ¢., the taxes upon crude and partly 
manufactured articles. When these are re- 
moved, the manufactures of this country wil! for 
the first time in the present generation bs ena- 
bied to measure their own power. 

As I have stated, I cannot a the true 
cost of the duties which have yiclded anaverage 
of $35.600,000 from taxes upon articles of 
mecessary use at less than tenfold, or more than 
the entire cost of the Government, including 
pensions. If any one contests this estimate, I 
ebould be glad to know on what grounds, 

Revenue duties on the other classes of manu- 
factured goods and upon articles of voluntary 
use, as well as luxuries, will yield increasing 
revenues with the greater abundance, lower 
prices, and consequent increase in consumption. 

This is not a theory, but a matter of obsérva- 
tion and experience, as will be proved in the 
next number.

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 
NEw-YoORE, thamiey. March 31--P. M. 

A wild story printed in one of the morning 
Papers declaring that a serious split had oc- 
ourred among the Richmond Terminal reorgan- 
izere had the effect of weakening that group of 
securities at the opening of the market to-day, 
but it was not long before emphatic and au- 
thoritative denials were sent out through the 
news agencies, aud the temporary damage was 
soon mended. The truth ie that all is harmo- 
nious among the insiders in the property, and 
that a large blook of the securities has already 
been deposited underthe reorganization plan. 
Furthermore, now that the Trust Company’s re- 
ceipts have been listed it is highly probable that 
holders of the seourities in question will deposit 
them in large amounts, they having hitherto 
hesitated about doing so because of a natural 
indisposition to tie up their holdings where they 
could not reach them. The Trust Company's 
certificates being negotiable, this objection has 
been overcome. 

The bears had an inning to-day, but they did 
not make very marked progress. Their best 
success Was in Sugar, New-England, and Read- 
ing. The decline js Sugar was to be expected, 
in view of the recent sharp advance, Neow- 
England was sold by local traders and by Bos- 
ton, and the movement was accompanied by 
stories of a warof rates with the New-Haven 
Road. Reading’a decline was coincident with a 
report that the bill legalizing the coal deal 
would not be signed by the Gov. Abbett. That
